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on that account, is any thing faid refpecting: 
the Sacrament, as this alfo is the peculiar 
office of the Chaplain, and there feemed no 
need to interfere with him in that neceflary 
department. | 
The Lift of Subfcribers having {welled to 
an immoderate fize, from the particularizing 
every Benefactor however fmall, it hath 
been found impracticable to print it in the 
fame way as before; and therefore, a new 
Lif? hath been formed, and is here added, of 
Governors only. To this we have fubjoined, 
a Lift of thofe who have fubfcribed to the 
Building a New Houfe, for the better car- 
rying on this ufeful Undertaking. And - 
having the pleafure to inform the Public, 
«hat a ufeful and decent Plan for fuch Build-

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HAT in the prefent difordered ftate 
| i | of things, there will always.be brothels 
and proffitutes, is a fac but too indifputable, 
however unpleafing. Any attempt to prevent 
this evil, would be no lefs impoffible than 
impolitic, in the opinion of mahy; abfurd in 
itfelf, and productive of the worft confequences, 
Now, though we fhould fubfcribe to this rea- 
foning, and allow this neceflity ; yet furely there 
is no neceffity, that the wretched inftruments of 
paffion, the unhappy women affigned to this 
bafe fervice, fhould endure all the extremities of 
mifery, and perifh in.troops, unpitied, and un- 
regarded, as if they were not fellow-creatures, 
and fellow-heirs of eternity. This hath long 

bord a: ' bees .: 
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been the voice of humanity. And as the ex- 
quifite diftrefles of deluded young women, dave 
not, could not efcape obfervation ; many bene- 
volent wifhes have been vented, both from the 
lips and from the pens. of different perfons *, 
that fome method might be thought of, fome 
humane fcheme devifed, for the relief of thefe 
pitiable fufferers ; for their refcue from cala- 
mities, of all others moft revere becaufe, then, 
without remedy. 

But, from whatever caufe, the good defign 
refted only in wifhes ; and no man had either 
magnanimity, virtue, influence or addrefs enough 
to carry it into execution: till Mr. DincLiey 
rofe fuperior to mean and popular prejudices ; 
and, depending on the goodnefs of his caufe, 
and the integrity of his intentions, offered to 
the public in the year mpccLviti, a plan ; to 
which the following Jntreduction was prefixed, 
which does great honour to that gentleman, 
and well deferves the reader’s attention. 

“¢ Noble and extenfive are the charities al- 
ready eftablifhed in this Metropolis; unfortu- 
nate Females feem the only objeéts who have 
not yet catched the attention of public benevo-

<¢ Humanity, with its utmoft efforts, pleads 


their caufe more powerfully than any thing 


which can be offered on the fubje&t; and it is 
obvious to every mind, from its own experience, 
that there cannot be greater objects of compaf- 
fion, than poor, young, thoughtlefs Females, 
plunged into ruin by thofe temptations, to which 
their very youth and perfonal advantages expofe 
them, no lefs than thofe paflions implanted-in 
our nature for wife and good ends. Surround- 
ed by fnares, the moft artfully and induftrioufly 
laid ; fnares, laid by thofe endowed with fuperior 
faculties, and all the advantages of education 


and fortune; what virtue can be proof againft 


fuch formidable feducers, who offer to com- 
monly, and too profufely promife, to tranfport 
the thoughtlefs girls from want, confinement, 
and reftraint of paflions, to luxury, liberty, 
gaiety, and joy ? And when once feduced, how 
foon their golden dreams vanifh! Abandoned by 
the feducer, deferted by their friends, contemned 
by the world, they are left to ftruggle with want, 
defpair, and {corn ;-and even in their own de- 


_ fence to plunge deeper and deeper in fin, till 


difeafe and death conclude a miferable being.

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<< ft is too well known, that this is the cafe 
with moft of the Proftitutes in their feveral de- 
grees, fooner or later, from thofe pampered in 
private flews, to the common dregs infefting our 
ftreets: and that far the greateft part of thofe — 
who have taken to this dreadful life, are thus 
fecking difeafe, death, and eternal deftruction, 
not through choice, but neceffity. \ The feeds 
ef virtue would exert themfelves; but, alas ! 
the poflibility is removed. The {ame neceffity 
obliging them to prey on the unwary, diffufes 
the contagion ; propagating profligacy, and 
fpreading ruin, difeafe, and death, almoft. 
through the whole human {pecies.. 

‘* What aét of benevolence, then, can ‘be 
greater, than to give thefe real objects of com- 
paffion an opportunity to reclaim, and recover 
themfelves from their otherwife loft ftate; an 
opportunity to become, of pelts, ufeful mem~ 
bers of fociety, as it is not doubted many of 

them may and will?

DinGLey, with the concurrence of fome worthy 
friends *, ( whofe names deferve to be had in

Thefe gentlemen made them- 
felves accountable for whatever money fhould be 
fubfcribed ; which very foon amounted to three 
thoufand pounds and upwards : — fufficient 
proof of the good difpofitions of mankind to fo 
humane an undertaking, and a fuccefs, we be 
lieve, unparallelfed by any charitable propofal.

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With. refpect to thofe who have left the 
boufe with credit, we have had the pleafure to: 
hear the moft favourable accounts in general: 
they. turn out good fervants, and have approv- 
ed themfelves. to the families in which they 
ate placed, and in which we have the fatis- 
fation to find that they continue; a very 
fmall number only excepted. . 

For thofe'\who have been difmifi'd the houfe,for 
irregularities, itis but juftice to fay, that though 
doubtlefs fome of them have been turned out 
for crimes, yet the far greater part have been 
difmifs’d for faults and imprudences; little petu- 
lance of temper, and refractorinefs of behaviour, 
which could not by any means be allowed. And 
who can. wonder at this, ina fociety of above 

an hundred young women, who have lived fo 
‘much at large; have had, many of them, ‘fo. 
‘few advantages from education or example; and 
been fo little accuftomed to the decency of re- 
gular and amiable conduct? Nay, we are 
‘perfuaded, that they who confider the nature of 
the inffitution, and that the prefentis an accountof 
its firft effay, will rather be furprifed to find, that fo. 
’ few out of the large Number admitted, have been: 
difmifs’d for irregular condudt.--At the firft open- 
ing of the houfe, before experience had yet 
" given in her aid, compaffion, it is to be fuppofed, 


ph might 
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‘might perhaps have too great prevalence; and 
from a relu€tance to reject the miferable peti- 
tioners, fome not altogether proper gained ad- 
mifion. ‘This was one fource of more frequent 
difmiffions at firft. And asin the firft inftitution 
one AfZatron only was provided, the multiplicity 
of whofe neceflary attendance upon: the cther 
bufinefs of the houfe, prevented her conftant 
prefence with the women ; a proper check upon 
them was wanting, to ftifle little quarrels, cor- 
rect refractory tempers, and difcourage petulant 
and opprobrious language. But fince an affi/ling 
Matron has. been chofen, whofe bufinefs it is 
conftantly to be prefent with, and to influence 
the conduct and difcourfe of the women ; thro’ 
her good care, and the exemplary manage- 
ment of the /uperior Matron, we have had 
much lefs caufe of complaint : and the difmit 
fions for irregular behaviour, have been far lefs 
frequent. 

But we defire particularly to inform the rea- 
der, — what hath given us the higheft fatisfac- 
tion, — that even of thofe who have been dif- 
mifs’d, many have never returned to’their former - 
detefted way of life; but have fought to main- 
tain themfelves, in the moft Pe Horious fervices; 
declaring, they would rather endure any extre- 
mities, than plunge again into guilt and fhame. 
Nay, and fome have applied to the Lord Mayor 

te. 
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_ to be fent abroad, that fothey might avoid the 
fatal neceffity of returning to vice thro’ mere 
want of fuikeinance. 

AS no man. could ever fuppofe, that each 
individual admitted within the “walls of the 
Magdalen-houfe, would prove a real penitent, and 
Feap all the benefits there propofed to them : fo, 
certainly, it muft be confeft, that thefe are as 
happy confequences as the moft fanguine ef- 
poufers of this charitable defign could expe ; 
confequences, which muft delight the heart of 
every humane and fincere Chriftian ; who can 
never fail to hear with pleafure of the reftoration 
and recovery of fo many young and helplefs 
fellow-creatures from a ftate the moft pitiable ; 
from fearful deftruction of body and foul, ap- 
parently inevitable, without this hofpitable fuc- 
cour. Were we allowed to mention the par- 
ticular circumftances of diftrefs, and al} the. 
mournful ftory of the woe which many of them 
have fuffered, as well as the innate goodnefs of 
mind which hath difcovered itfelf in many , the 
compaffion of the public would be much moved 
towards them ; and they would rejoice with us, 
in having faved from diftrefs, far beyond de- 
feription, many truly deferving, tho’ moft un- 
fortunate young women, 
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For the women now in the houfe, we have 
the pleafure to aflure the public, that they be- 
have themfelves with all imaginable propriety. 
Nay, the public are themfelves, in fome meafure, 
judges, by feeing their decent and commendable 
deportment in the Chapel, which has difpelled 
the doubts, and diffipated the {cruples of many 
hefitating objectors to this defign. ‘Their con- 
duct, in other refpects, is conformable to that 
inthe Chapel; as unexceptionable as could be 
expected ; nay, and much more fo than might 
generally be imagined, confidering their former 
ftate and circumftances. — Several of them con- 
-ftantly attend the-Sacrament ; more, we hope, 
in due time, and after proper inftru@tions, will 
follow the good example; and, if from external 
marks we may be allowed to infer the fincerity 
of the foul, we have every proof which could 
be defired, ‘They exprefs the greateft gratitude 
to their benefactors,. and the moft affectionate 
fentiments towards their friends: In ptoof of 
which, we are permitted to fubjoin a few origi- 
nal Letters. Nor is their regard for each other 
lefs confpicuons; folicitous as _ they fhew 
themfelves to ferve and to recommend each 
other, according to their abilities, to proper 
places and employments. A tender zeal for the 
welfare of their Sifter-Magdalené hath frequently 

fhewn 
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fhewn itfelf in thofe who have left the houfe * ; 
and the delicacy of many to keep fecret their 
connections, has been truly commendable. Sen- 
fible of the happinefs of their fituation, they 
are truly thankful for the comfort they enjoy, 
: fuperioi, as many of them frankly declare, to 
whatever they enjoyed in any part of their lives, 
And what wonder ? when they are treated, with 
the utmoit humanity ; are fupplied with all 
things necefiary to the well-being of foul 
and body ; have an opportunity to attend a 
regular courfe of divine worfhip ; and in fick- 
nefs want neither the beft aids of phyffc, nor 
the beft confolations of a fpiritual inftrudtor? 
While folicitous for their future welfare, the 
Conduéfors of the charity, with a truly pater- 
nal regard, ufe all their kind endeavours, to 
| fettle

| N. B. They are both now in fervice, and behave 
very well, | 
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fettle them in life with propriety, and to 
enable them to procure their own bread with 
decency and reputation. 
They are divided, according to the original 
plan, into feparate claffés ; over each of which a 
fuperior prefides, who is treated by thofe in her 
clafs with becoming refpect, and is accountable 
for their work and behaviour. Several, who 
were totally ignorant on their admiffion, have 
been taught to read by their superiors: proper 
books for-inftruction and amufement are fup- 
plied them ; and every method is taken to fhew 
them theexcellence of the choice they have made, 
and to eftablifh their minds in that divine religion, 
a ferious regard to which can alone influence 
effectually their moral conduct. Now, it is but 
reafonable to fuppofe, that fuch women will be 
found faithful and excellent fervants, whofe 
woeful experience hath taught them the fad con- 
fequences of a deviation from virtue $ whofe 
minds have been diligently cultivated with the 
beft inftructions ; and whofe induftrious way of 
life in, and attendance upon, the bufinefs of the 
houfe, muft neceflarily qualify them for all 
menial offices. Nor have we any doubt but 
the virtuous and humane, nay, and fuch who 
perhaps can affift this charity no other way, 
~ will at leaft endeavour to affift it by em- 
: i: ploying 
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ploying the women in their fervices ; of whom 


at leaft they may be aflured to have a faith- 
ful character, and whofe former way of life 
may certainly, by proper meafures, be preferved 
an inviolable fecret. 
~ As an encouragement to the women who have 
been difinifled reputably, and in order to provide 
them all decent and proper neceflaries, afum of 
money hath been ufually given, more or lefs, 
_ according to their exigence, merit, or fituation 
in life,—from two guineas and a half to five gui- 
neas,—to the amount of 1386 pounds, and up- 
wards: and provided they continue a year anda 
day in their places, to the fatisfaction of their 
mafters and miftreffes, they are allowed one 
guinea. As moft of the poor objects who 
have efcaped from loofe houfes, have come al- 
moft naked, or with borrowed cloaths to appear 
in, this too hath been a fource of large expence: 
For it hath been neceflary, on that account, to 
provide cloaths even for thofe who have been ig- 
nominioufly difmifled, as they could not be fuf- 
fered to go out in the Uniform worn in the houfe. 
Befides_ this, the major part of the young wo- 
men, in alittle time after theiradmiffion, have 
been ill, in confequence of the great change in 


the manner of their life, or from the remains of - 


former complaints, imperfect cures, and con- 


—‘ftitutions broken by their fatal irregularities. 
Hence 
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Hence hath arifen a double evil; not only the 
lofs of their time and induftry, but the expence 
of medicine; which hath annually amounted to 
upwards of 150 pounds, tho’ fparingly admi- 
niftered, and charged very low; and tho’che Phy- 
ficians. and ae generoufly give their at- 
tendance. The neceffary repairs, furniture, ec. 
of the houfe and chapel, have, as might be ex- 
pected, amounted to no inconfiderable height ¢ 
—But the bounty of the benevolent hath rifen 
above all thefe great and extraordinary expén- 
ces; and we have no reafon todoubt, nay we 
have the utmoft encouragement to hope, that, 
under the divine bleffing, this excellent inftitu- 
tion will go on to profper and improve. | 
That itis capable of improvement, the ai 
t! emen who are fo kind as to undertake the 
duous and painful tafk of admitting the eee 
penitents, are but too feelingly convinced. For 
arduous and painful indeed it is, to receive the 
petitions of fo many unfortunate and forlorn 
young creatures, funk in the deepeft woe, and 
to beable to admit fo few ! An enlargement of 
the defign would be like opening the doors of 
heaven to many deftitute daughters of affliction, 
who have no place to fly unto, no eye to pity, 
and no hand to relieve! And in an age, dif- 
tinguifhed forits humanity and compaffion, what 
may they not reafonably hope?—We fee already 
many 
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many miferable fellow-creatures, by means of this 
happy Afylum, refcued from forrow, te which 
they had been introduced by all the iniquitous 
ftratagems of deceit and feduction ; in which 
they had been detained by a kind of horrid 
neceflity ; from»which they had no probable, 
no poffible retreat; and in which they muft, ere 
now, according to all human chances, have pe- 
rifhed ; —perifhed in the moft deplorable diftrefs ! 
We fee them reftored to their God ;—to their 
parents ;—to their friends ;—to their country ;— 
to themfelves ; — to health ; —to induftry ; — to 
happinefs !_ And what fingle, charitable defign, 
can propofe and effect fo many valuable ends ? 
Whatcharitable heart, what truly chriftian hand, 
can refufe their generous affiftance, or with-hold 
their beft endeavours, from an undertaking fo 
laudable and beneficent ? who would not wifh 
to add tothe number of fouls, preferved from 
deepeft guilt? of bodies refcued from fouleft 
fhame, and moft afflicting difeafe ?

Miferable beyond 
redemption, they had no place to fly unto, 
and however well difpofed to forfake their 
abandoned courfe of life, they found every 
door of hope clofed againft them. . The voice 
of humanity prevailed,. The. MacpaLen 
House was opened ; and in proof of the good 
will ofthe Publick towards fuch an inftitution; 
of the readinefs of the objects to accept the 
relief it propofed ; liberal contributions were 
fpeedily made; numbers of unhappy young 
Women immediately applied for admiffion. 

- Benevolent and humane Chriftians felt a 
fenfible delight in the Charity: they flocked in

F. an haplefs young 
woman, of about fixteen years of age, admit= 
ted into the Macpaen House under a load 
of infamy and horror, in December 1761. She 
was the favourite daughter of her father, a per- 
fon of a decent and refpetable chara¢ter in life, 
who, though he had feveral children, regarded’ 
this with eyes of peculiar tendernefs and affec- 
tion. Pleafing and delicate in her pérfon, fhe’ 
had always hitherto fhewn an equally amiable’ - 
mind, and réturned’ her father’s régard with’ 
becoming attention. But alas! an infidious 
fediicer foon found the way to her heart; Pil 
under the délufive pretenfions of cotrtthiyp 
and marriage, in an unguarded hour, ruined? 
and withdrewsher from her father’s howe. He; 
in all the frantic rage of diftrefs, fought the 
child of his tendereft affection. He found, 
forgave, and brought her home, But, whe=- 
ther through an’ infatuation for her isi 
(which; however ftrange, is found but t6 
often thé cafe) whether through the iio 
tions of her affli€ted parent too repeatedly 
urged, or through reftraint, not known be- 
fore; once more, inanevil hour, fhe left her 
father’s houfe, and foon, abandoned. by her 
. feducer . 


‘ 
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feducer, plunged into total licentioufnefs and 
debauchery. 

Her father, who felt fuch h anguith as none 
but the parental heart can in any degree con- 
ceive, now gave up his child as irretrievably 
loft. Happening, however, fome time after, 
to pafs along the ftreet, he faw a young crea- 
ture, highly dreffed, throw herfelf into a chair, 
which waited at the door of one of thofe many 
infamous houfes in this city, to convey her to 
her lodgings, after the debaucheries of the 
_ place. ‘Let the parent guefs what He muft have 
felt, when he perceived this gay victim of li- 
centioufnefs to be—his child, his favourite 
child—-his daughter! He ftood ftruck with 
horror and amazement, whilft fhe 


pierced 
no doubt tothe heart, yet unwilling to humble 
herfelf, and confefs her guilt, turned from him, 
and by her immediate order, was carried off, 
leaving the parent who had paffed fo many 
_ follicitous hours for her, almoft petrified with 
grief, and unable to move ! 

There is great reafon to believe that this oc- 
cafional but affecting interview touched her to 
the quick, and was the foundation of that re- 
folve which fhe foon after put into practice. 
For, the fury of unbridled paffion beginning to 
abate, and the diftreffes of her detefted courle 

* D6 of 
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of life daily increafing ; the early impreffions 
of parental tendernefs naturally coincided with 
thefe to awaken refeGtion, and to fhew her 
herfelf.. 

‘Alarmed at the view, fhe wifhed, fhe de- 
termined to return, and try what repentance 
could do. For which purpofe fhe applied to 
the Macpaten House, and found a ready 
admiffion. ‘For how could admiffion be re- 
fufed to one fo young, labouring under fuch a 
burden of mifery, and with fuch probable 
expectations of fincere amendment ? 

‘Thofe expectations were not difappointed : 
fhe continued three years in the Houfe; dur- 
ing the whole of which her behaviour was de- 
cent, confiftent, and commendable. But, 
though reconciled to God, though confcious 
of the fincerity of her heart, fhe could find 
no folid fatisfaction, till reconciled to the fa- 

ther whom fhe had fo much injured, and to 
whofe foul fhe had: given fuch unfpeakable an- 
guifh. ‘The father, however, was now deaf 
to all her follicitations. In vain fhe wrote, 
in vain fhe pleaded: every effort proved in« 
effectual to procure that pardon, without. 
which her heart can never know. peace, 

A perfon who deeply interefts himfelf in fa- 


vour of the Objects of the Charity, wrote to 
‘her 
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her father. The following was the anfwer 
he received: 


“oT R, 

« I Had the honour of yours, and with it a 
renewal of my forrow of heart; which 
- proceeded, not from your relation of an 
_ *€ amendment of life in along loft and aban- 
®¢ doned child, but from the remembrance of 
at: 5; herunhappy fall. Did you but know, Sir, 
“ with what care and induftry an affe&tionate 
“ father and mother {poflefled of but little, 
¢ perhaps worthy of more,) have difcharged 
*¢'their duty, there is nothing but your great 
“© soodnefs of heart could induce you to be fo 
's© generous an advocate for one, that has for- 
6 feited fo much. But what can I fay on this 
te amicting fubje&, with any degree of pro- 
© priety, to keep clear of offending the fathers 
“6 of an unhappy many; whilft my indigna- 
¢ tion for the conduct of one, caufes fuch per- 
€€ turbation of body and mind, as renders me 

«© defencelefs both in words and aétions. 
© Un-neglected by precept and example, 
*¢ unprovoked by want or ill ufage, the facri- 
‘6 ficed all that was binding, to ‘a lawlefs 
“unruly paffion, and plunged herfelf into 
“< that long’ fcene ‘of ee which muft have 
“Deen 
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.** been longer ftill, were fhe not refcued by the 
<* humane hands of this noble Charity. Happy 
*‘is it for-her, that you, Sir, have conde- 
«© fcended to fay, fhe has approved herfelf 
** worthy of it; and happier ftill will fhe be, 
‘¢ if fhe continues to deferve, from thofe boun- 
“¢ tiful hands which protect, and have led her 
“© back to thofe paths of virtue from whence 
“¢ fhe ftrayed. 
<< Pardon me, Sir, that I detain you fo 
“ Jong on a melancholy fubjeét, perfuaded as 
“< Tam, that your tendernefs of heart has fuf- 
“* fered by many fuch doleful tales ; and I hope 
<* you will forgive me when I fay, that lam 
** not fufficiently prepared for the forrowful 
** interview you defire, with my once moft 
“© tenderly beloved daughter. But, as your 
“« kind and fatherly letter has conveyed fome _ 
“* confolation to a long difturbed and afflicted | 
‘‘ heart, by telling me that her repentance 
‘* has begot compaffion in you, and the reft 
“© of the worthy Governors of that bleffed 
“¢ Charity ; I will not appear fo obdurate and 
“6 unrelenting-to fay, that I will never fee her; 
‘* but, in time, on her perfevering in good 
*¢ works, and finifhing her reformation, agree- 
‘* able to the time inftituted by that excellent 
*s Charity ; I may not only fee her, but alfo 
** have 
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«* have pity, and reftore her to that’ care'and 
“¢ protection,’ which never departed from me, 
<6 until fhe departed from them. : 

“© Thus far, and‘no ‘further, am I-capable, 
£¢ overflowed with forrow, to determine at 
<¢ prefent ;° and;: as virtue is its own reward, 
_ € T know you expéét no more than the thanks 
<¢ and ptayers of a grateful heart, which fhall, 
s¢ publickly and privately be paid- by’me,- for 
‘¢ the profperity and advancemiént of that’ beft 
“¢ and moft humane of Charities:;- for’ the pre- 
6¢ fervation of all its Menibers ;. atid particu- 
é larly for you, Sir, to whom I have'the ho- 
s¢ nour to be, &e.”” 

Fhofe who'are acquainted with the human 
héart,’ will not be furprized to hear that the 
heart which dictated this letter was afterwards’ 
reconciled to’ a daughter, once fo much bes 
loved; and returning, like the Prodigal, with’ 
true contrition, both to her earthly and her 
heavenly parent. ‘This happy event foon after 
taking place, the daughter wrote with joy to 
the fame Gentleman to whom the father’s let- 
fer was direéted ; and we fubjoin a part of her 
lettér, as it demonftrates the goodnefs of her 
mind:

She did not forfeit thefe promifes. Her — 


heart was fincere, and her reformation real. 
Received home with joy, fhe proved by her 
whole behaviour the truth of her repentance; 
_ and conduéted herfelf in every manner {uitable: 
to her circumftances, and agreeable to her 


parent. - 
Sollicitous for her welfare, he foon after 


gained heraneftablifhment in a family of worth ~ 


and diftinétion, where getting an unfortunate 
_ {cratch upon the leg, and through attention to 


her duty neglecting it, bad confequences en- 


fued ; a mortification fpeedily came on, and 
an amputation of her leg was found unavoid- 


able. She - 
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She bore the dreadful tidings with great 
compofure and refignation ; fent to the Chapel 
of the Magdalen Hofpital, earneftly requefting 
the prayers of all her fifter penitents for her, 
and underwent the cruel operation with a pa- 
tience and refolution which vk th nig thofe 
who performed it. 

It is eafy to conceive, from a habit of body 
fo wretched as that which rendered the am- 
putation neceflary, what muft have been the 
confequences of fuch an expedient: a total 
mortification came on; and in a few days 
after fhe expired ; expired with bleffings on 
the Charity,as the great means ofher falvation; 
expired with all that ferenity of foul, with all 
that humility, yet confidence of hope, which 
nothing but true chriftian principles can in- 
fpire ; but which thofe principles will always 
infpire into the breaft of the real Penitent, 

Upon this Narrative, which is in every par- 
ticular conformable to truth, I would only 
beg leave to make one or two obfervations. 
The firf, and moft natural one is, the great 
utility of the MacpaLen InsTITUTION ; 
without which, this young creature, thus pre- 
ferved,and now, we truft, amongft the bleffed, 
in all human probability would have been 
loft ; loft in early youth, before fhe had feen 

| her 
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her twentieth year ;\ loft in the extremity of 
fuffering here, and loft to.all the rewards and 
comforts of futurity: and not only herfelf 
thus deplorably undone, but her wretched 
father, would. have. been left. to mourn with 
bittereft forrow the temporal, and. the.ever- 
lafting mifery of his beloved child. _Whocan 
be infenfible to the value, the importance of 
an inftitution, which thus prevents the direft 
woe; which not only in the prefent cafe, but 
in a variety of others,. we have all pofible rea- 
fon to believe, hath faved, and will continue 
to fave, many fouls from eternal Iofs ! 

Let a fecond obfervation from this mournful 
Narrative, be. carried home to. the hearts of 
thofe daughters, .who are blefled with worthy 
and affectionate parents. , Let,them learn from 
hence, . what) horrid _confequences—confe- 
quences, , in a great degree, irremediable in 
this life, however their ill effects may. be to- 
tally cancelled in the next,—attend a devia- _ 
tion: from filial duty. , Let them, fettle it in 
their hearts, that no love can be equal to the . 
parental ; and that whenever the firen-voice 
of feduction wooes them to forfake a tender 
father’s roof, however fweet the found, how- 
ever alluring the promifes, Deftruction awaits 
the: fatal ftep,. and Ruin ftands ready to clofe 


her gloomy doors upon them ! 
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N an age, when Vice is, in fome refpects, 

- become fafhionable, and that of Lewdnefs. 
efpecially treated with {miles, not degraded 
with due indignation ; it cannot feem ftrange, 
that an attempt like the prefent fhould meet 
with fome ridicule, and be liable to fome ob- 
jections, as well from the gay, as the grave ; 
from the thinking as the thoughtlefs. And as 
there is a variety of motives which may in- 
duce men to give to charitable inftitutions, 
fo are there motives no lefs various, which 
may withhold them from giving ; and of 
confequence, lead them to. decry a defign, 
folely becaufe they mean not to fupport it. 
But ‘as we hold not, with a noble Lord *, 
ridicule to be any ¢e/f of the truth ; and con- 
ceive that light mirth is as indecent as weak, 
where the life and falvation of fellow-crea- 
tures are concerned ; we fhall. not be dif- 
couraged from any good purpofe by its ran~ 
dom fhafts, or diverted from any benevolent 
defign, by its loud and unmeaning madnefs, 
The fuccefs and encouragement, which 
the prefent inftitution hath met with, in the 
fhort time fince its commencement, from the 
E Great 


* Lord Shaftelbuty. 
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Great and the Good, abundantly fpeak its 
utility ; and we are pleafed to obferve, that 
very few, if any charitable propofals, have 
made a more rapid progrefs in the fame 
compafs of time * 

As the purpofe of the worthy Patrons and 
Managers of this Charity is only to do good, 
and to render an important fervice to Religion 
and their Country; they will never be inatten- 
tive to any obfervations of the wife and well- 

meaning ; never be backward to confider any 
obje€tions, which fpeculation may propofe ; 
_ or to admit any ufeful hints, which ferioufnefs 
and fobriety may urge, for the advancement 
of the good work, and furtherance of its 
utility. 

We ern ehetice: that when the Plan for 
this inftitution was laid before the world, 
fome,;—either ignorant, as it fhould feem, of 
human nature, or averfe to the benevolent 
defign,—urged that ‘*‘ it was chimerical and 
abfurd ; that no objects would ever pre- 
fent themfelves ; or, if they did, that the 
reformation of fuch was impoffible, ” 

The doors of the Aoufe were no fooner 
opened, than this objection was powerfully 

: removed 


* For this we refer to the saga printed 
account Of the charity. 
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-¥emoved indeed, by the number of pitiable 
fufferers who flew joyfully to the firft har- 
bour where they could be admitted, and 
where, in full proof that the reformation of 
fuch is nothing deal, their behaviour, in the 
general, hath been excellent and exemplary ; 
and all the fiens and fruits of reformation, 
which could be fancied or formed, have and 
continue to fhew themfelves. 

Surely they who have talked of this de- 
fien, as of **a fcheme to wath Eihicpians 
white,” muft have been very inattentive 
obfervers of human nature; muft have con- 
fidered but very fuperficially the end and 
defign of the religion of Chri/t. 

For all the world knows the mifery and 
diftrefs of thefe- objects : every. man who 
reflects on the true condition of humanity, 
muft know, that the life of a common pro- 
ftitute, is as Contrary to the nature and con- - 
dition of the female fex, as darknefs to 
light: and however fome may be compelled 
to the flavery of it, yet we can never 
imagine every line of right and virtue ob- 
literated in the minds of all of them. And 
indeed, as the voluntary entrance of thofe 
who are now in the houfe is a fufficient 

E32 proof 
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proof of their wearinefs, and deteftation of 
this way of life, and a ftrong recommenda- 
tion in their favour : fo from many letters *, | 
and many affecting incidents whith have 
already happened in the houfe, it appears, 
beyond all contradiGtiion, that the ncblenefs 
of virtue, and the delicacy of fentiment, 
have-been rather covered over with defile- 
ment, than wholly blotted out ; which, up- 
on the firft remove of the filth, have fhewn 
themfelves in particulars, which would do 
honour to the moft amiable characters, 
When the fuccefs of the inftitution ren- 
dered thefe objections no longer poffible ; 
then,—as nothing is fo tnconfiftent as the 
fpirit of oppofition and malevolence,—it was 
faid on the one hand, 1. ‘* That the defign 
of the promoters of this charity was wholly 
to prevent the Vice of Fornication ;”’ —And 
ontheother, 2. ” That their purpofe was 
favourable to the vice ; and if not meant to 
encourage and recommend lafcivioufnefs, yet 
evidently productive of thefe confequences. *

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For the fr; furely the objectors mutt 
have had a low opinion of the propofers 
of this inftitution, and fuppofed them men 
of very mean underftandings, to fancy they 
could think of ftemming the torrent of fuch 
an overflowing vice, by providing a recep- 
tacle for a fmall. number of the thoufand 
victims, which are annually offered up in 
this metropolis to luft and deftru@tion! In 
truth, they are not fo fanguine as to con- 
ceive, or fo ignorant of human nature as 
to imagine, that a retreat for the few who 
may be willing to retrieve and repent, will 
diminifh the dominion of this all-ruling paf- 
fion. _ The corruptions of human nature 
muft firft be totally eradicated ; and the fa- 
vourers of this vice need be under no ap- 
prehenfions, nor join the infamous bawds 
and panders in the cry, as if their craft 
was in danger *. But if they will not

* While fuch execrable methods are purfued, 
to entrap innocent and unwary girls, as are 
publicly avowed ; and while infamous bawds 
are fuffered fo to ruin and enflawe, no preven- 
tion can even be thought of. Thefe arts are 
in general well known, except to fuch as it 
‘mofk concerns not to bedgnorant ofthem. But 
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unite in the good defign, nor, in juft ‘re- 
tribution, affift in providing an Afylum for 
fuch as may be called upon, by their bo- 
dies or minds, to forfake the paths of 
death ; let them be intreated to curb their 
own evil propenfities ; let them be intreat- 
ed not too add to the number of thefe mi- 
ferable objects, already too too great: let 
them be intreated to confider the innume- 
rable fatal confequences to public, private, 
and domeftic happinefs, which arife from 
unbridled luft, and a promifcuous commerce 3 
and, at leaft, for their own fakes, learn 
the practice of that virtue, which never 

E leaves 
one of this infernal crew, with an impudence 
which is fcarce to be parallel’d, hath lately hired 
the venal quill offome hackney writer to proclaim 
publicly to mankind his fcandalous and horrid 
proceedings ; and hath laid open fome of thofe ar- 
tifices, which may perhaps tend to another pur- 
pofe than the fpirit of that pamphlet proves it 
written with. It will not be long doubted, that 
I refer to *‘'The remonftrances of the Pimp-gene- 
ral: ‘*-— Honourable Title!—And, poflibly, it 
is the fame infamous, and malevolent pen, which 
lately, in language the moft virulent and fhocking, 
Hath poured: forth its deteftable venom againt 
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Teayes her. votaries to difeafe and diftrac- 
tion, to anguifh of confcience, and future 
condemnation. 

For the /ecandobjection ; the characters of the 
worthy Gentlemen who are concerned in this 
defign, are too public, and too well known 
for the amiable practice efpecially of alk 
domeftic virtues, to dread any prejudice 
from the loudeft voice of fuch flander. But,ac- 
quitting them of the purpofe, Letany manonly 
confider the progre/s which this vicehath made 
in our nation; its general and fatal preva- 
lence; themanythoufand women yearly perifh- 
_4ng, in all the extremities of difeafe and diftrefs,

this, and all other Public Charities ! Poor man ! 
what a horrid mind muft he poffefs , and what,a 
punifhment muft he fhare hereafter, unlefs he re- 
pent! For, not to fpeak of the univerfal detefta- 

tion in which fuch a being muft be held; can we 

conceive any crime more complicated than Ais, 

who endeavours to prevent the workings of bene- 

yolence, the nobleft and firft of virtues ; end 
who takes as much favage delight in doing evil, 

in calumniating and abufing, as the virtuous 

take in doing good to, and bleffing their fellow- 
creatures ? Wretched writer! what a black and 

pitiable mind is thine | 
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by means of it: let them only confider 
how our capital ftreets, for many years paft, 
have been thronged, and every corner of 
our metropolis infefted by thefe miferable 
wretches, to the fhame of good order, de- 
cency, and religion: and then let them ne- 
ver fancy, that fuch a defign can’ encou- 
rage; then let them be glad, that here — 
but here only — an opportunity prefents it- 
felf, to fave fome of thefe poor fufferers from 
almoft inftant perdition. 

In truth, this objefion might as well 
be urged againft every other charitable in- 
ftitution ; nay indeed, I have heard it ur- 
ged againft fome, which feem leaft lidble 
to its force. And you might, with as much 
reafon fuppofe, that a mafon would be 
carelefs how he mounted the ladder, and in- 
different whether he fell down or not, and — 
broke a leg, becaufe there is an hofpital 
ready to receive him; as that a woman 
fhould commence * proftitute, becaufe there 

is - 


* The reader will obferve that I fay commence: . 
‘That fome of the miferable wretches who are ob- 
liged to that hardeft. of all fervice, the waiking 
nightly in the ftreets, may fometimes, in their

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is a houfe of penitence and indufiry to re- 
ceive her in woe and diftrefs. 

Different, far different, are the motives 
which are urged, and the profpects which 
are prefented, when the feducer fpreads his 
toils againft artlefs unfufpeCling innocence. 
Golden dreams, and gay delights, lull her 
fancy and her confcience; and fhe thinks 
of nothing elfe,—till fhe awakens from her 
fleep, and finds herfelf undone! 

But, fuppofing the prefent defign well - 
planned, the purpofe good, and the effects 
more admirable than could have been ex- 
pected, even by the moft fanguine favourer 
of this charity ; Some will yet objeé& again 
(and we would wifh every objection re- 
moved) ‘that they are doubtful what may 
becéme of thefe women, and whether they 
may not return to the fame courfe of life, 


when removed from the houfe, ” 
We 


difembled jollity, boaft of the Magdalen-boufe, no 

man can wonder ; and the lefs fo, as they are fo 

' frequently reminded of it by paffengers of every 

fort. But the difcerning and judicious will pre- 

ceive, that this can be no objection to the Lou/e 
itfelf. | 
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_ We mutt be allowed here to rejoin, that 
infifting too much on this point, in the 
prefent infant ftate of this defign, is rather 
unkind ; and efpecially, if it be fo infifted 
on, as to be made an objection againft it. Let 
thofe, who raif2 it, rather employ their time 
and their thoughts,—as they would with to 
unite in the good of their fellow-creatures, 
how beit to remove it, and propofe what- 
ever may feem reafonable to themfelves on 
this head; and I believe I may take upon 
me to fay, that all fuch propofals will be 
received with due deference and efteem. _ 
But furely, they muft not have refleGted 
ferioufly on the influence of religious prin- 
ciples, who lay too much ftrefs on this ob- 
jection. All parents and friends fuppofe 
the advantages of education great, and the 
bias of religious principles fuch, that it is 
fufficient to preferve the mind from deviat-_ 
ing into the paths of error and folly. Me ks 
not, why are we fo folicitous for giving 
our children good education, and an early’ 
tin@ture of virtue? And’ why fhould we 
not prefume the fame in regard to thefe 
women, many of whom have entered the 
houfe utterly ignorant of and uninftructed 
in 
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in the religion of their country; ftrangers, 
too-much to their God and their Saviour, 
the glad tidings of whofe mercy is like 
refrefhing balm to their fouls? Now, as 
the Chriftian Religion, in fuch~ circume 
ftances, is a perfectly new thing, great and 
admirable are the effects which may reafon- 
ably be expeéted from it: and as the moft 
diligent care is taken to inftruct them in 
the found principles of the faith, no friend 
to that faith can doubt the good cat 
of fuch inftrudtion. 

Befides, after the time of their probation, 
which will be more or Jefs, as proper be- 
haviour may dictate, and opportunity offer ; 
itis net to be doubted, but that many friends | 
will be reconciled to and receive them ; 
(fome have already been reconciled: ) — 
that upon the exacteft knowledge of their 
characters,— which may be had here with- 
out the leak deception, many worthy per- 
fons will employ them as fervants, which 
will be but an aét of ordinary juitice’: Some 
‘may become ufeful and faithful wives ; and 
as being habituated to induftry, and taught 
many ufeful branches of employment in the 
houfe, they -will moreoyer be enabled to 


‘procure 
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procure their ewn bread ; and that more. 
efpecially, as it will be the care of the 
Dire&tors of this Charity, fo to fix thofe 
in future life who fhall gain their efteem 
by proper conduct, and fo to occupy the 
little fums they ‘may gain * during their 
flay in the houfe, as to enable them the 


better to:procure an honourable fubfiftance,. — 


_ For it :is well known, that many of thefe 
unhappy women, who have once loft their 
character, have no poffible opportunity ta 
get their own bread, however able and de- 
firous they. may be, thro’ the natural re- 
luctancy there is in the generality of» people 
to employ them; nay, indeed, we might 


fay, thro’ the almoft unavoidable impoflibi- 


lity of employing them, So that when 
they leave the houfe, ftored with good prin- 
ciples, and with an habit of induftry, and 
are put into a way to procure a liveli- 
hood, there can be no doubt but they will 
do fo. And fhould fome mifcarry out of 


the number, we if fome, if half only, are

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reftored and faved; certainly it. will well 
repay all the trouble: And I cannot but: 
remark, in juftice to the women now in 
the houfe, that they are truly fenfible of 
the neceffity of induftry. ‘The account of 
what they have already gained, which hath 
been publifhed *, is a fufficient -proof that 
they have not been, that they are not, 
idle. And this account may ferve alfo to’ 
corroborate another remark, which was

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to give them the means of inftruction, and 
one chance at leaft for eternal life, which 
they could otherwife never have found. 

If, as. fome have fondly advanced, an at- 
tempt of, this kind be methodiffical ; let thofe 
perfons be told, it would well become us 
all to be fuch Methodifts. Indeed this little 
wild bolt of weaknefs fcarce deferves to be 
mentioned ; except to remark the abfurdity 
of fome fort of people, who think it fuf- 
ficient to deery a good man, or a good 
work, if they brandthem with the name of 
Method, if. This fu ‘ly is moft injudicicus; 
‘fince it is giving the higheft honour to the 
people whom they mean to condemn, by 
fappofing that real virtue, and fubftantial 
‘piety, is only to be met with amongft 
them. However, be it known, that no- 
‘thing of Methodifm or Enthufiafm hath, or 
‘ever will have place, we truft, in this De- 
fign. \ The Gentlemen concerned in it have 
knowledge too real,,and piety too folid, to 
‘countenance or encourage any thing weak, 
wildy and blafphemous::and tho’ they are 
not afhamed to think the doétrines of the 
Chriftian Religion. eflentially neceflary to 
be taught in all their plainnefs.to the Peni- 
~ tents, with whom deepnefs of learning, or 
Bos valt: 
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-vaft reach of thought, is by no means ne- 
ceflary ; yet they will always take care fo 
to provide, that imputations of this fort 
may be only the blafts of calumny, or the 
inane effufions of ignorance and inattentiort, 
Noble minds are always the moft free 
from envy : this is a baneful plant, which 
grows moft luxuriantly in the wort foils. 
But it is well that the prefent undertak- 
ing can never be affected by the malevo- 
lence. of the lower fort; who may regret 
fuch a provifion fe their miferable, | and 
by them judged, — unworthy fellow~ 
creatures, but will never be able to. pre-

fences,| and to blot out aie remembrance 
of them from his book, than is but too 
commonly found amongft fellow-creatures. 
Great offences, and deep blots in life are 
frequently treafured up in the tables of 
human memory; and however repentance 
and a thorough change of conduct may wit- 
nefs a renewed life, and a pardoned {ftate, 
we find men but too apt'to recollect the 
old grievance, and too backward to forget

The fenfe of our own frailty, the, ane 
ledge of the Almighty’s ready pardon, and.

compaffion, which above all things dignifies 
and diftinguifhes human nature. 

And furely a brighter example we can- 
not have before our eyes, than in that 
incarnate Gop, who, hath fet us the .pat-

Moved with tender pity pesethe ve 
children of men, he difrobed himfelf of his 
glory, and afium’d human nature in its 
loweft form: Glory to Good in the higheft,

rus echoed at his birth : Good w7il towards . 


men influenced his whole life, and fhone 
beautifully difplayed in his every action. 
: When the children of affli&tion furrounded 
him, and he beheld the tears of diftrefs, 
his generous heart was moved at the call

of compaffion: He faw; he pitied; he re- 
lieved. None ever requefted his aid, and 
found a repulfe: none ever implored his 
mercy, and were rejected in their fuit. 
He refufed no company, he declined 
no fatigue, he fhrunk from no danger, 
whenever he might adminifter relief to 
the fouls or the bodies of men. Un- 
wearied in love, he went about diffufing 
peace and bleffing: and as he came into 
the world to fave finners, fo he left no 
‘means untried, no motives unurged, to call 
them to repentance and pardon: And, at 
the end, after having done all to gain and 
reftore a loft world, he crowned his mighty 
benevolence, by an act fuperior to all praife. 
——He died fox finners ! 

Of the excellence of a religion: like this, - 
whofe end is fo eminently noble,’ whofe aue 
thor is fo great and fo good, the only 
begotten and eternal Son of God, the per- 
fect pattern of every laudable and heavenly 
affection ; — of the excellence of fuch a re- 
ligion, why need we fpeak ? We muft all 
feel it: and to be happy, we mutt 
experience it. But who can help 
remarking, from the flighteft view of 
it, oe great importance of human fouls,

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and the high value. which the . God 
who made us is  pleafed_ to a upon 
his rational creatures ? | Rather than 


they fhall perifh, his own Son fhall, .- 


become one of them, fuffer for, ranfom, and 
redeem them. A thoufand and a thoufand 
a calls and invitations fhall be given 
the nay, and the ever blefled Spirit itfelf 
apt be commiffioned to awakeh and in- 
habit, to comfort and to guide them. Even 
the holy angels are introduced as interefted 
in their welfare; and heaven itfelf, with 
its fupreme inhabitant, reprefented as par- 
taking in the joy of fouls reftored : There 
is joy in heaven, and before the angels of God, . 
over one finner that repenteth; one fheep 
that is found, one fon that is reftored to 
life. And can we conceive a higher no- 
tion of the value which the Father puts 
on the leaft of his reafonable creatures? 
His higheft angels have charge of them ; 
his only begotten Son lives and dies to 
fave them: and himfelf. condefcends to 
fhare in the joy with which the heavenly 
beings are filled on their recovery ! Need 
I then fay, how amiable and honourable, 
nay, how neceflary it is, that we fhould 
labour to increafe this celeftial joy, by an 

at- 
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attention. to our own, by a_benevolen 
concern ‘for the /alvation of others? 

I would juft make one remark more on 
the excellence of the Chriflian religion ; 
which is, 'that tho’ it affords abundant con- 
folation to the returning finner ; yet it gives 
not the leaft countenance conceivable to fin 
itfelf. Our Saviour came, he tells us, as: 
a phyfician to heal the ficki; as a fhepherd 
to feek and to /ave that which was loft ; 
as an almighty redeemer_ to call finners to 
repentance. . Repentance. can alone admit to, 
or render:us capable of his favour: while 
we continue in the pradtice of Vice, we 
have no room to hope for, we have no 
ground to expect, his pardon and grace : 
Of which would we partake, undiflembled 
contrition muft lead us to his throne, and 
a perfect reformation, in a renewed life, 
witnefs the fincerity of our minds, and the 
reality of our profeffion. And they, be affured, 
who lead you to hope for pardon without peni- 
tence, and to depend on an enthufiaftic faith 
without fruits, or a righteoufnefs without: 
works (a doGtrine we have heard but too 
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fray enforced *) lead you to depend on 
that which hath no exiftence, and ‘to de- 
ceive yourfelves with a delufion, which is 
of all others moft dangerous.

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_ So that you may obferve with great plea- 
fure, that the Religion of Chrift propef- 
eth, with the moft winning. benevolence, 
_confolation to finners the moft afficted, and 
to fouls ‘the mof deprefied ; while it en- 
courageth not the leaft appearance of ini- 
quity, but recommends the moft folid and 
rational piety, in a fyftem of laws the moit 
pure and the moft perfe% that the earth 
ever faw ; upon motives, the moft affect- 
ing and perfuafive, -and. under fanctions 
the moft holy, awful, and. formidable. 
This may fufice to fhew the end, and 
the excellence. of the Chriftian inftitution :

blafts the fragrance of virgin innocence, and 
configns them to contempt and difgrace ! 
while the author of their diftrefs may tri- 
‘umph in his villainy! and — fhame to 
human nature —— not be branded with one 
mark of reproach for the ruin of a fel- 
low-creature | . 
. And when once, by whatever unhappy 
means undone, the wretched out-caft hath 
no refource, no redrefs: but muft fall from 
fhame to fhame; from forrow to forrow :- 
fall lower and lower in the pit of foul mi- 
fery 
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fery, and drudge in the labour of odious 
proftitution, to preferve a burthen fome 
Being from famine, and from death. 
Thus foul and body are loft at once; 
and an ufeful member is cut off from the 
community, ‘in early youth, having done 
no good, nay, having diffufed much evil 
amongit her fellow-creatures. In early 
youth indeed ;—very many of the unhappy 
objects now in the houfe, being under four- 
teen years of age, and a great part de- 
bauched and introduced into this wretched 
way of life, before that age *, and of courfe, 
before nature and inclination could have 
any part in their crime: And it is greatly 
more than probable, that of thefe objects, 
fixty in an hundred, or more, would have 
been dead in lefs than two years; that 
many of them who: are zow healthy and 


happy 


* Ina paper of our worthy Treafurer’s now

*‘ Out of an bundred girls, now in the Magdalen 
Houfe, above a feventh part have not yet feen 
their fifteenth year; feveral are under fourteen ;

fore that age! 
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happy in the houfe, would have been zow 
fuffering in the miferies of future condem- 
nation ! 

and to provide fome relief for fufferers fo 
truly pitiable, is the benevolent and humane 
motive, which hath engaged you, my wor- 
thy Friends and Brethren, the Governors 
and Promoters of this defign, to unite 


To prevent this, as far as you may, 


your generous efforts, and to join hand 
and heart in the good caufe. 
And what caufe can more deferve en- 
couragement, what charitable inftitution be 
calculated to do greater good ? for this ex- 
tends itfelf to the fouls as well as the bodies 
of our fellow-creatures: and as much more 
noble and excellent as an immortal foul is, 
than a perifhing body ; fo much more noble 
every inftitution which extends to the wel- 
fare of the former, than thofe which exe 
tend only to the welfare of the latter. 
The great fuccefs this charity hath hitherto 
met with, abundantly confirms this opinion. 
_ Permit me fincerely to congratulate you 
on the fuccefs, which hath thus far crown- 
ed your commendable undertaking. If | 
bs the they, 
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they, who turn one foul to light and to 
righteoufnefs, caufe joy in heaven, and: 
fhall /hine as the ftars for ever and ever 3 
what may they reafonably expect, who, 
mov’d by the jufteft motives, actuated _by- 
a fincere love to Chrift, and a true,com- 
paffion to their fellow-creatures, are happily 
inftrumental in the falvation of many fouls, 
are happily inftrumental in faving numbers: 
from that death eternal, which, without their 
kindly affiftance, they could never, humanly 
fpeaking, have avoided ? 

And fuch, we have the utmoft reafon | 
to hope, will be,—already is, the confequence: 
of your charitable provifion for thefe un- 
happy daughters of woe and diftrefs. I 
doubt not, it delights your hearts — for it 
it muft delight every heart — to behold and 
obferve the ftriking contraft, when you vifit 
the dwelling and the Houfe of God, where 
thefe rejoicing Penitents fhare the bleffings 
of your mercy. To behold the decent and 
orderly behaviour of fo many fellow-crea-: — 
tures, late abandoned to every calamity, who — 
of their own free will have fought this re- _ 
treat, and thus fhew their. difapprobation © 


of Vice, by the only method in their 7 
power 5; — 
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power; — to fee them cloath’d in health 
and neatnefs, who but now were languith- 
ing under difeafe, and covered with foul- 
nefs and filth; to hear the tongues fweetly 
tuning forth the praifes of the Redeemer, 
which late wete hoarfe with oaths, and 
empoifoned with lafcivioufnefs ; to hear from 
their mouths earneft prayers and joyful 
thankfgivings ; to fee from their eyes the 
flowing tears of penitence and remorfe ; 
and to behold in their hands the inftru- 
' ments of chearful induftry and labour ; in- 
ftruments of induftry in hands, which were 
Wwantoning in pernicious indolence, and 
impelled perhaps to the extremities of theft. 
To fee thefe things, muft convince you of 
the great utility of your defign, and chear 
you with this comfortable reflection, ‘‘ that 
already you reap fome fruits of your bene- 
ficence.” May thofe fruits be increafed ten- 
fold here and hereafter ! 

Nothing great and good can _ be carried 
on without fome oppofition: nothing great 
and good was ever attempted in any age, 
but malevolence would find fomething to 
object, and Envy, with her jaundiced eyes, 

H 2 would 
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would fpy out fomething to caluminate 
and cenfure.' But this, fo far from cooling 
our ardour in honourable purfuits, fhould 
enkindle and enflame it. And I am per- 
fuaded, that you, Gentlemen, have too much 
fortitude and true elevation of heart, to be 
moved from. any good purpofe by the 
weak founding of calumnious breath. 

In: truth, human works are fo imperfect, 
and the very beft inftitutions fo liable to 
fome defects and abufes, that nothing can 
be attempted or propofed,’ wherein fome 


evil may not probably mix itfelf with much 


good: and whoever fhould refufe to enter 
upon any excellent work, till every poffible 


objection was removed, would hang in the | 


hefitancy of doubt all the days of his life, 
and wafte ufeful time and talents in fruit- 
lefs enquiries and empty fpeculations. We 
muft advance to action with all reafonable 
precaution ; proceed with’ all: imaginable 
activity and care; and obviate with all 
wifdom and fagacity every objection, which 
experience may find prejudicial to the ay? 
grefs of the purpofed inftitution.

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The objections * indeed raifed againtt 
this undertaking have been, and are fo flight 
and infignificant, that they deferve not to 
be mentioned. Its utility and prefent great 
advancement, above all other arguments, 
anfwer every cavil.. And whoever are yet 
but ill convinced of its advantage, will be 
far more ftrikingly, far more feelingly con- 
vinced of it, by a fight of the comely order, 
and decent appearance found in the public 
worfhip, at the Chapel of the Houfe, ( where 
many have /o/f their objections, and /e/t its 
utility) far more than from any thing Icanurge 
on its behalf.

and deferving the higheft applaufe ; as their ; 
charaGters are the moft refpe€table, and, per- 
mit me to fay, not only an ornament to | 
this noble undertaking, but to this Atro- ; 
polis alfo, which is itfelf an ornament, in : 


its public charities efpecially, to human na- FR 
ture, 
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ture, and to Chriftianity ; As thefe things 
are fo, every good and generous heart fhould 
tenderly confider their. motives, and with 
well to their defign; and with a candour, 
which is always pleafing, and will ever 
be acceptable, fhould labour to promote, 
far as they may, and think of means to 
further, not of objections to difcourage, fo 
benevolent an undertaking. 

Were you to behold a poor harmlefs 
animal, fallen into diftrefs, and fuffering in 
mifery, and were able to reach out your 
hand, and to help it; there is, I am fure, 
fo much compaflion in the human mind, 
that few could fuffer themfelves to pafs by 
it unregarding. How much rather then 
fhould we reach out our hands to the re- 
lief of many of our fellow-creatures, many 
of the fofter and more defencelefs fex, fal- 
len into the pit of extreme diftrefs, with- 
out any hand to relieve, and with but few 
hearts to compaffionate ; ; and, if unrelieved, 
{fpeedily to perifh in the utmoft mifery, 
and to breathe out from polluted bodies 
more polluted fouls, into a world of utter 
and everlafting woe! who then wauld not 
exert all their efforts toa fave fuch bodies, 

to 
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to fnatch fuch fouls from horror unfpeak- 
able ! ; 

This, we are convinced, will be the 
amiable conduct and proceeding of thole of 
the SAME SEX, for whom we now plead; 
and who, we are fatisfied, can never be 
inattentive to the welfare, never unaffected 
by the calamities, of their fellow - crea- 
tures. You who have happily perfevered in 
the pleafing paths of virtue, can beft tell 
the comforts ariling from fo delightful a 
conduct, and may eafily guefs the miferies 
of a different ftate. You, who have 
known the fatal pleadings of paffion, can 
more eafily pity them, whom thofe plead- 
ings have feduced and deftroyed. And you, 
who are poflefled of all the fweetnefles and 
delicacies of the tender mind, and a hap- 
pier ftate, can more eafily guefs the ex- 
treme mifery which muft arife to a female 
heart, from the foulnefs and horror of pro- 
mifcuous proititution ; and will, on thefe 
accounts, be the more ready to reach out 
your pitying hand, and fave from diftrefs 
beyond the reach of defcription, many of 
your own fex, for whom, till this happy 
opportunity, no redrefs was provided. 


And 
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And while many of you feel the foft 
yearnings of the mother for the child that 
was fuckled at her breaft; while many of 
you glow with the tender warmth of a 
fifter’s love and the generous affe&tion of 
a beloved friend and companion ; think, 
oh think of thofe unhappy mothers, who 
late were weeping over the daughters, dear 
to them as a right eye, and nearer than 
the ftrings that hold the heart; of thofe 
fifters, thofe friends, who were lameriting 
over their friends and their fifters, loft, as 
it feemed, beyond all pofibility of hope: 
Oh, think of the joy, which many of them 
now feel, many have lately felt, many, we 
truft, will hereafter feel, on the recovery 
of the child, of the friend, that was dead, 
that was /of: And as you with to diffufe 
fuch bleflednefs, for your beloved offspring’s 
fake, join in the good work, and do all 
you can, to wipe the tears from thefe aged 
and afflicted eyes, and approve yourfelves 
at once compaffionate to your fellow crea- 
tures, and grateful to your Saviour and your 
God. 

Your concurrence, MY BRETHREN, in 


this beneficent defign, may reafonably be 
expected — 
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expected to the utmoft. For generofity alone - 
would not fuffer Us to be wanting in any 
endeavours for the advantage of that fex, 
to which life owes fo mush of its fweet- 
nefs, and felicity: to whieh we are indebt- 
ed for the greateft and choiceft of earthly 
comforts, from. the cradle to the grave: 
from whofe tender and virtuous endearments, 
this world, otherwife lonely and afflicting; 
gathers what of fweetnefs and ferenity is 
found in it, 

_ Motives of honour too, fhould certainly — 
much influence many, and thofe more ef- 
pecially who have been inftrumental in the 
undoing, or means of leading any into the 
path of deftrudtive pleafures. Jf fuch re- 
fiect at all, the bitter upbraidings of con- 
fcience will foon convince them, that they 
cannot exert themfelves too much, or too 
much endeavour to repair the ruin they 
have wrought.

whofe barbarous lufts have no mercy : And

SERMON, &. 


St. LuKE Xix. IO. 


For THE Son oF MAW IS COME TO 
SEEK AND TO SAVE THAT WHICH WAS 
LOST. 


HE reafonablenefs of its precepts, and 

the great agreement of. its Doétrine 

to the neceflities of mankind, are clear evi- 
dences of the .Truth of Chriftianity, and 
fatisfatory proofs that it comes from the 
Father of Wifdom, and the God of all 
Merey. “Let every religion, which pretends 
to divine revelation, be examined in this 
view 3—the Heathen, or Mahometan, or what- 
ever other oppofite perfuafion ; 3, and they 
will ‘be found wanting ; offenfive to the beft 
reafon, and inadequate to the moft prefling 
ene of human natures—That I mean, 
of 
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of pardon and reconciliation with an of- — 
fended Deity ; of forgivenefs and peace to 
the wounded confcience ; of affured grace 
and favour-to the appeatine and referring 
Sinner. : 

This was a difcovery, a glorious and 
sheavenly manifeftation referved for, | and: 
truly worthy of that Son of God, and Sa- 
viour of the world, who came to feek and 
to fave that which was lof? ; who came to 
raife the Penitent from the gloom of de- 
fpair to the light of enlivening hope ; who 
«ame to refcue Sinners from the bondage 
of fin; at once to fet them free from the. 
anguifh of a wounded confcience, and) to 
direct. their feet under the guidance .of gra- 
titude and grace, into the happy. paths of 
Obedience and - Virtue. 

We. will briefly confider the Chntte 
Religion, in reference to its great defign ; 
and then fhew, how much comfort may 
‘be. derived from hence, to YOU efpecially, 
who have fought the fhelter of this hof- 
pitable dwelling ; which, like Heaven, 
opens its friendly doors for the reception of 
afflicted and returning Penitence : and which, 
of confequence, well deferves that regard 

“and 
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and protection which it finds, and, we 
truft, will continue to find, from the moft 
virtuous and the moft noble ; from fouls 
moft enlarged by religion, from hearts moft 
tenderly influenced by humanity. 

I, With an eye then to this good un- 

dertaking, let us confider the great and 
leading principle in the revelation of Chritt : 
which is amply difcovered to us by our 
Saviour, in the words of the Text, who 
certainly beft knew himfelf the intent of” 
his coming into the world ;—And He came, 
he aflures us, to feek and to fave that which 
was loft; to recover and reftore loft finners: 
and to admit them to grace and pardon, 
on their true repentance, and return to God. 
His revelation therefore is founded upon, 
and neceflarily fuppofes, the depravity of 
nature, and the irregularity of practice; as 
it is immediately calculated to remedy the 
former, and to provide a fufficient atone- 
ment for the latter. Look upon it, in any 
other view, and it becomes a thorough 
contradiction. 
_' For were human nature perfect; and 
were it poffible to pay an unerring obedi- 
ence to the law of confummate righteouf- 
K nefs : 
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nefs : did virtue continually attend our fteps; 
uprightnefs and integrity ever wait upon 
our doings: did no vices defile, no guilt 
alarm, no tranfereffions bear  teftimony 


againft us; there would be no room for’ 


penitence or pardon: we could never want 
the grace of forgivenefs, as unconfcious 
of offence; and might, with fome fhew of 
juftice, demand the Deity’s attention, and 


lay claim to the rewards of his kingdom.’ 
The religion of Chrift upon this view, 


would be vain and inefficacious : and the 
names of Saviour, Redeemer, and Reftorer, 


would be founds without meaning, and 


words without fenfe. 


But in truth, This hath never been the 


cafe with mankind: Ever fince the fall of 
our firft parents, time and corruption, de- 


pravity and offence have gone on-hand in ~ 


hand: and the hiftory of every period fully 
fatisies us, that human nature hath been 


in every period, the fame; ever alike »prone. 
to fin, ever alike tainted with guilt: every 


‘ymagination of the thoughis of man’s heart 


(in the language of the. facred volumes, of 4) 


man’s Heart, when not -reftrained. by the 
erace of fod hath been only evil continually. 
And © 
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And tho’ the preference hath in, every re- 
fpect been given to virtue; tho’ Philofo- 
phers have taught; tho’ education from 
infancy hath exerted its power; nay, tho’ 
the Moft ‘High hath revealed his holy will, 
under the moft tremendous fanctions ; yet 
the malady hath ftill remained unremoved ; 
and to this day we too feelingly lament 
the prevalence of paffions, and the dege- 

neracy of our nature. : 
The wifdom of philofophy, tho’ con- 
{cious of the cvil, could neither affert the 
true caufe, nor affien the adequate remedy. 
Virtue, they allowed, they confiantly main- 
tained, | was, infinitely preferable to vice, 
was the only road to true happinefs here; 
was that alone which could recommend 
to God, if indeed there was a God, 
who regarded human affairs. But filent 
was their voice, and unavailing their. know- 
ledge, when the heart opprefled with 
guilt fought to them for relief: when er- 
ring virtue, burden’d in conicience, and 
defirous of comfort, applied for eafe to the 
one, and folid grounds for the other. They 
could neither aflure fuch of pardon for paft 
offences ; nor by any means enable them 
te walk blamelefs for the future. Fluctuat- 
Kia ing 
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ing in doubt themfelves, they left others 
equally fluctuating ; and the beft hopes ~ 
they could dare to entertain, arofe from — 
fome uncertain and dark expectations of a. 

mercy, whereto they were ftrangers : even © 
doubting whether fuch mercy exifted at all; 

or if it exifted, on what foundation they 

could prefume to expect it. 

To remove this uneafy folicitude ; to — 
relieve thefe urging neceffitres ; and' to make 
the fulleft and plaimeft difcoyery of divine 
mercy, reconciliation, and peace; The Son 
of God affumed human nature, and enter- 
ed upon his bilefled miniftry ; the grand 
intent of which, was early difcovered to 
Fofeph, by the angel, who informed him, 
Thou fhalt call his name FESUS : for be foall — 
fave his people from their finns. Accordingly, — 
that Prince of Peace no fooner made his 
“public appearance, than Pardon and Life 
were offered from his gracious lips to Peni- 
tence and Faith. Fhe burdened foul, the heart” 
opprefs’d, the ftricken confcience fought him; ‘ 
-—and he removed the burden, gave them com- t 
fort, gave them reft. Come unto me, all ye that’ 
travel, and are heavy-laden, was his royal 
and acceptable proclamation. That he 

came: 
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came to feek and to fave thofe who were 
loft ; loft to their God, loft to themfelves, 
loft to future bleffednefs ; that he came not 
to call the righteous, but finners to repentance 5 
that he came to fearch for and reftoré the 
wandering fheep to the fold; to embrace 
with fatherly compaffion the returning 
prodigal ; that his grand bufinefs was the 
ranfom of Mankind, the refcue of Sinners, 
the redemption of Tranfgreflors, he con- 
tinually witneffed by every word, and by 
every action. But above all, he gave tef- 
timony to the great, the confolatory truth, 
when, good and tender fhepherd! he laid 
down his life for his fheep ; when, as the 
prophet J/aiah finely expreffes it, he was 
wounded for our tranfgreffions ; when the chaf- 
itifement of our peace was upon him; when 
be was opprefjed, and was affiicted ; when he 
poured out his foul unto death; and the Lord 
daid on him the iniquity of us all *... 
Under this gracious difpenfation, we have 
‘no longer any caufe of doubt, diftrefs, or 
defpair: no longer, as in the heathen world, 
need we wander in the wretched wild of 
perplexing uncertainty ; opprefled with the 
abd Bong . con- 
* See the whole 53d Chapter. 
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confcioufnefs of guilt, which we fear car 


ebtain no pardon,, or unacquainted where- 
with te come before the Lord, or what 
facrifice to offer as an atonement for the 
fm of our fouls Happy for us, tho’ our 
guilt be complicated, and eur. offences nu- 
merous, we may be affur’d of forgivenefs, 


thro’ His fufficient merits, wholived, whodied, — 


who rofe again to\fave us.. Whofoever cometh 
to dims he hath himfelf declared, be will in 
no wife caf? out: he never rejects the peti- 
tion of the contrite and the humble: with 


Him, real penitence: and prayer never yet — 


fued in sain : None ever trufted: in him, and 
was confounded: nor did he ever defpife any 
that called upon him*. 


And to perfec&t his heavenly pipet 


not only pardon is frely beftowed. upon 


the penitert, but grace: is. given to: aflift, — 


and the fpirit of his love never withheld 
from thofe, who with, by future ebediencs, 


| 


to win his regard, and to witnefs their 
fincere fenfe of their former mifery, and 


prefent happinefs. For we mu never fail 
- to remark, at all: times, im teftimony of 


‘the gomplete wifdem. and. excellence of the 
Chrife

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Chriftian difpenfation, that tho’ it holds, 
out to the penitent believer the moft. fub- 
ftantial confolation, in full and free for- 
givenefs ; yet that forgiwenefs is ever fuf- 
pended on the condition ef future grati- 
tude and obedience : a defigiency in which, 
will infallibly cancel all former grants of 
mercy. And thus, while with the moft 
beautiful propriety, it affords the wifhed,, 
the only valuable, relief to the repenting 
finner ; it yet adminifters not the leaft en- 
couragement to fin itfelf ;—thundering out 
its threats to the prefumptuous offender ; 
fweetly tendering its divineft comforts to: 
the contrite and felf-abafed Chriftian.. This: 
was: a point, which human. wifdom,. and’ 
the fchools of antient fcience could. never’ 
arrive at':. they knew no means. to fave the 
guilty, yet condemn the guilt they knew 
no method to preferve at once the honour: 
wf the Mercy and of the Fu/ffice of the fu- 
preme Ruler of mankind *,. © 
| 1 Thus:

O’er guilt (how mountainous!) with out-ftretch’d 
arms, 
Stern Zuftice, and: foft fmiling Jae embraces, 
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Thus we fee the religion of Chrift is

II.*Can it fail then to fill ti fouls

Dingley. 
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they had no» power to relieve. Loft to Vir- 
tue, you wére loft to your friends, even 
to your beft and neareft friends; even 
to the beloved parents, whofe delight you 
once were ; who, with tender and fleeplefs 
anxiety, watched over your infant wants ; 
who, perhaps, with daily toil, foftened by 
the endearments of parental affection, la- 
boured to fupply your growing neceffities ; 
and who hung. with pleafure, with an- 
xious, bleeding pleafure, over the child of 
their comfort ;—little then, oh little fuf- 
pected the fad fource of their future mi- 
fery !

this is no imaginary. fuppofition +. No 


heart can be unconfcious of, or unaffected ° 


by the tendernefs of parental regard ; nor 
can any earthly affliction be fuppofed, 
fuperior to that which wounds the af- 
feGtionate parent’s heart, thro’ ‘the of- 
fence and ruin~ of a beloved and unhappy 
child. By reftoring them, and recover- 
ing fuch childern, the moft noble and 
commendable of human affeftions, the: pa-

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rental, is comforted and relieved: and not 
only the child, but the parent too, fhares 
in the generous mercy. 
But not in this view only, under what- 
ever circumftances we confider it, every lau- 
dable motive, every fentiment of religion, of 
virtue, of humanity, pathetically pleads for this: 
undertaking ; and we are fatisfied will not 
now plead in vain.. From the furvey we have 
taken of the grand defign of Chriftianity, 
and the benevolent purpofe of the Son of 
God in coming among us, to feck and to 
fave that which was lof?, we have feen abun- 
dantly, how conformable the prefent in- 


| ftitution is to that defign: founded as it 


is upon the fame godlike principle of feck- 
ing and faving thofe who were loft; who 
muft otherwife (it is more than probable) 
have been loft for ever: loft in the very 
‘beginning of life; loft in the bitternefs of 
diftrefs. For what greater diftrefs can even 
imagination fancy, than that of a wretched 
female, plunged, by one falfe ftep, perhaps, 
into irretrievable fuffering : defpoiled by fick- 
nefs, by forrow, and by fhame, of all that 
lovelinefs, which, poffibly, had been the 
fatal caufe of her undoing ; and finking 

L 2 | into 
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into everlafting mifery, amidft want, and 
cold; and nakednefs ; deferted by every friend ; 
deprived of every confolation ; and unable. 
to fupport at once — for, alas! who can 
fupport? —the infufferable load of an a- 
gonizing body, and a condemning confci- 
ence ! 

If Rome decreed a Civic crown, and 
public honours to him, who faved the life 
of a fingle citizen; of what honours may 
not they be thought worthy, who fhall 
. conduce not only to fave fo many lives, 
to their country *; but alfo to refcue 

fouls, 


* In this fingle view, independant of their 
parents, families, and their own eternal falvation, 
——that the prefent defign takes out of the public 
ftreets, fo many objects, who are the peft and the 
reproach of the metropolis, who exift by making a 
prey of the thoughtlefs, and unwary, the maudlin 
hufband, and the unguarded apprentice ; and that 
it renders them happy, healthy, ufeful members — 
of the fociety ;—Surely in this fingle view, it merits 
every commendation. ‘‘ But, fay fome, the ftreets 
are not lefs peftered now, than before this inftitu- 
tion.”?

tion of fo many women as are now in the Magda-. 
len Houfe, cannot fail to be perceived, in fome 
quarters of the town at leaft: and mifchief is indif- 
putably prevented; as they muft have been em- 
ployed in their dire trade,had they not been fhel- 
tered there ; tho’ alas, poor wretches! many of 
them had certainly been no longer nuifances in 
this world. But fuppofing this fact true, we ob- 
ferve, that it reflects not at all upon the charity, 
nor the worthy fupporters of it; whohave not the 
immediate power to cleanfe the ftreets. They 
fhould look to that, whom it direétly concerns ; 
and we have good hope they will do fo: exerting 
all their influence, — which. furely every well- 
wifher to Society fhould exert, to expel this 
fcandalous. defilement from the grand and moft 
public ftreets of our city. A defilement, we re-. 
mark, with fome concern, not found in any other 
civilized city upon earth. And, pleafed as we are: 
to conceive our own one of the moft civilized, and 
the moft Chrifian, how can we fuffer fuch a.re- 
proach to difprace at once our. Police, and.our- 
Chriftianity ? 
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praife; affuredly, it is moft becoming the 
Chriftian character, moft becoming the no- 
bleft virtue, the beft and moft . generous 
humanity: For, fhall we fuffer fuch mi- 
 ferable unfortunates to perifh unpitied, nor 
attend to the cries of thofe, who, in the 
moft exquifite calamity, call aloud for our 
relief; the cries of that fofter * and more 
helplefs fex, who feem peculiarly to claim 
their protection, to whofe comforts in life 
they fo eminently adminifter; the affeting 
cries of thofe, who have no other means 
of redrefs, who have no other power of 
return ;—fhall we fuffer them to_ perifh, 
caft off, abhorred, and neglected by all; 
and, fteeled to pity by their faults, not be 
melted by their miery and diftrefs? 

And yet, perhaps, for their faults, (to 
foften the rigour of obdurate Virtue; tho’, 

indeed,

kneel, 


All their petitions are as truly theirs, 
As they themfelves would owe them.

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indeed, frue virtue lefs requires to be fof 
tened : the moft virtuous are always the 
moft compaffionate: yet) perhaps, to ex- 
tenuate their faults, much they might 
have to plead : nay, much they have to 
plead ;—the complicated ‘arts of feducers’; 
the treachery of perfidious friends ; the 
foftneffes and infirmities of our common 
nature : Some, the early lofs of parents ; 
others, the deficiency of religious principles 
and ferious education; and many, too too 
many, the refiftlefs calls of hunger and of 
thirft! One falfe ftep too, they might urge, 
plunged them in a fea of difficulty ; barred’ 
up every avenue of return ; * and left 


them 


* It is a fa&t, which hath undeniably been

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and for compaffion’s fake, let them ex- 
perience your beneficent regard! let them 
have, at leaft, one chance for life and for 
pardon ! caft them not utterly away: but 
fave fuch as are willing to be faved, from 
mifery infinitely beyond the power of my 
pert to paint! reffore, with the tendernefs 
and humanity which fo diftinguifheth Bri- 
tain, thofe who are defirous, (as their ad- 
miffion into this houfe fufficiently demon- 
ftrates, which is at once a pleafing recom- 
mendation in their’ favour, and the beft, 
nay the only proof they can give, of their 
fincere defire to recover their loft charaéter,; 
and of their difapprobation of the ways of 

vice) 


much love for him, and too little fufpicion of his 
honour ; while the poor bereft objec is perfecuted 
with the utmoft contempt and mifery; left with- 
out any means of fupporting a wretched exiftence, 
but by becoming a peft of Society, a burden to 
herfelf, and an ignominy to her whole family, who 
are neceffarily involved in her ruin and difgrace. 
Let the reader apply: And then think, in what efti- 
mation thofe infamous wretches fhould be held, 
who live by thefe arts! Nay, can they believe, as 
the poet finely remarks, sheir living is a life, fe 
frinkingly depending ? 
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vice )reftore thofe whoare defirous to be reftor- 
ed; reftore them to theirGod, to their parents, 
totheir country, to themfelves: that fo the ble/- 
Jing of thofe, who are ready to perifh; may come 
upon you, and you may one day hear, Come 
ye bleffed: I was an hungry, and ye fed me; 
L was naked, and ye cloathed me: I was a 
prraiiger, and ye took me in. 

But I. forbear further to prefs the caufe: 
of thefe unhappy fufferers before the pre- 
fent audience : fatished of your tender re- 
gard and humane difpofition to relieve the 
afflicted, and to raife the drooping head of 
mifery and diftrefs, 

Befides, the fruits of this good under- 
taking now before your cyes, will be more 
prevailing than any arguments that might 
be urged, and will prove, we doubt not, 
far more perfuafive. The decent and af- 
fecting view of fo many fellow-creatures,, 
refcued from the loweft ebb of forrow, and 
from the very brink of ruin everlafting, 
_cannot fail to diffufe the moft pleafing 
fatisfaciion thro’ every benevolent breaft ; 
and a moment’s reflection on the ftriking 
contraft between their prefent and their 


paft 
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paft ftate, will not fail to improve that 
fatisfaction. With devout and chearful 
melody thofe voices now praife their God, 
which late were employed in far different 
exercifes : earneft fupplications and _praifes, 
now happily flow from the lips, which 
were lately prophaned in a contrary fervice. 

For the garments of fhame, they are 
cloathed with the robes of decency; For 
intemperance and defilement they put on 
fobriety, meeknefs, and virtue : from the 
fervants of Satan and Sin, they are made 
the fervants of God and of Holinefs : and 
from heirs of eternal mifery, are become, 
thro’ hope, happyeandidates for a kingdom 
of eternal glory. : 

Who, but muft’ rejoice in the reflection ! 
who, that bears a heart, touched at al] 
with the tender feelings of humane good- 
will, or influenced at all by the nobler fen- 
 timents of divine and Chriftian love ; who, 
but muft wifh good fuccefs to fo benevolent 
a defign, which may be the means of bring- 
ing numbers from the error. of their ways, 
-and of turning many from darknefs and 

death, to light and to life? —

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Earthly glories may fade, and the hon- 
ours of time, and the world wd// leave us; 
but a fubferviency to beneficent attempts

OW amiable,how ufeful, how excellent 

is benevolence! which gives fplendor 

to the character, and ferenity to the heart ; 
engages the univerfal affection, and adds 
to human nature is greateft merit and dig- 
nity ! It is the higheft perfe€tion, not only 
of men, but of angels; nay, it is the dar- 
ling attribute of the Deity himfelf : of the 
almighty and eternal God, who hath ftiled 
himfelf Love, and is continually manifeft- 


ing 


\ 
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ing the moft glorious difplays thereof, 
through all the various fyftems of creation, 

Since we were formed in the image of 
God, it is no wonder that benevolence is 
deeply rooted in the nature of man: fince 
the Son of God, folely actuated by this 
divine principle, humbled himfelf to the in- 
famy and torture of the crofsy it is no 
wonder, that this gracious fufferer hath 
conftituted benevolence the {tandard of alll 
excellence, and ‘the fummit .of /all moral 
perfection : that benevolence, to which we 
are fo forcibly influenced by the common 
wants and common weaknefles of our na- 
ture ; and to which we-are ftimulated by 


fuch irrefiftible motives of intereft, of dut 
: yy: 


and of happinefs. 

The fubject being confidered in this view, 
it can be no furprife, that the benewolent 
Man immediately acquires the warm appro- 
bation of the community : for who can with- 
hold applaufe from a character which every 
man naturally admires, and every ood man 
labours to obtain? Behold him, (to col- 
le& a few rays only of his brightnefs, not 
to attempt a draught of his full-orbed luf- 


tre ) behold him, warmed by the precepts, 
and 


iy 
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and animated by the pattern of his Redeem- 
er; like that Redeemer, glowing with 
the love, and anxious for the welfare of his 
fellow creatures ! Large is his heart, and 
liberal are his hands: with this he feels, 
he compaffionates ; with thofe he relieves, 
and comforts, the wants and grievances of 
the children of affliction. No narrow pre- 
judicies, no difcriminating circumftances, 
damp the glow of his compaffion, or in- 
terrupt the current of his beneficence. Even 
wrongs, repeated wrongs, cannot caufe him 
to withdraw his good-will, or to deny his 
good offices to the injurious, when wretch- 
ed, and in need of affiftance. He confi- 
ders not fo much the merit, as the necef- 
fities of the objeét: human nature and 
diftrefs, are always fufficient titles to his 
pity and relief. 

The higher his Station, and the more 
extenfive his influence, the more he {ftu- 
dies to adorn that ftation, and to employ 
that influence, whether of wealth, wifdom, 
or power, to the great end of blefling 
mankind ; and of diffufing around the en- 
livening beams of his beneficence ; like the 

fun, 
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fun, that inferior minifter of providence, 
which cheers, invigorates, and fuftains the 
furrounding world *. He knows that the 
beft prerogative of an exalted ftation, is to 
afford fhelter to inferiors, who repofe them- 
felves under fuch cover and. protection : he 
knows, that only by doing good,*a man 
ean truly enjoy the advantages of pre-emi- 
nence, 
Let

time, the good heart muft feel a fenfible concern, 
that a man of fuch abilities, and fuch fentiments, 
fhould ever employ his pen to fo unworthy and 
pernicious a purpofe, as: the unfettling the great 
principles of that holy and excellent Religion, 
which this writer #u/? know, bears all the marks 
of credibility poffible, and which is the ever-liv- 
ing fource of light, from whence he hath kindled 
his taper. An author fo acute, cannot but becon- 
yinced that he is reafoning againft truth, when 
he oppofes the great principles of Chriftianity ; 
cannot but perceive, that fophiftry guides the pen, 
when he pleads in the perfon of Epicurus, and 
when he attempts to decry the evidence of Mira- 
cles. 
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Let me obferve too, that the benevolence 
which thus leads to an aétive concern for 
the univerfal welfare, will naturally incline 
the good man to do all his kind offices in 
the moft amiable and engaging manner. 
He will reverence the afflicted ; and with 
fo much mildnefs and humanity, adminifter 
his comforts, as fhall never pain or fhock 
the generous and fenfible heart which re- 


ceives them. Nor will he want folicita- 


tions to deeds of goodnefs and charity, be- 


_ caufe fuch actions are the delight of his 


foul, and the main employment of his life: 
he is in continual fearch after them, and 


ftudy- 


cles. Yet, canthe man, who fpeaks fuch exquifite 
things on the fubject of Benevolence, have a bad 
heart ? I would fain believe not: and do earneftly 
with, that he would not a& as an enemy to fociety, 
and to the moft pure and refined truth ever reveal- 
ed to man : that he would engage in a better caufe, 
and endeavour to fet forth in their fine colours, 
and as he is able, the high precepts of the Gofpel. 
For, let him only recolleé&t, what muft be his fate 
in a future world, ( and he believes a future world) 
if the Chriftian Religion prove true? While the 
Chrifiian, even upon 47s principles, cannot be 


_ wrong, fhould his religion prove falfe. 
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ftudying every method whereby he may 
render himfelf fignally beneficial to his 
fellow-creatures ; fo that by furnifhing him 
with occafions of utility, you coincide with 
his favourite purfuits, and fupply him with the 
moft refined and exquifite fatisfations. Nay, 
fhould his beneficence be mifconftrued, or 
ungratefully abufed; fhould difappointment 
and perverfion thwart and counteract his beft 
defigns ; yet will he not grow weary, or be 
difcouraged from the difcharge of his duty. 
Candid in all his cenfures, and abounding 
till in the mildeft conftruGtions, he will 
perfevere in the pathof right: and know- 


ing that fuccefs doth not always attend. 


good deferts, or good endeavours, he will 


not be too anxious about the attainment ; 


but, felf-fatisfied in the rectitude of his in- 
tentions, he will leave the event to the 
Great Difpofer of all things. | 

Well then may we repeat, even from 
this imperfe&t fketch, ‘‘ How amiable, how 
ufeful, how excellent is. Benevolence!” 


Would you fee it in a clearer exhibition,

sroveling foul is ever bent to earth, and 
his own miferable interefts; who never

_of private good: a wretch, who is never 
i _ communicative, but when he expects a 
j greater return; wifhing to draw all to him- 
_felf, but never willing to difperfe abroad in 
“bleffings to others; greedy as the fea, and. 
barren as the fhore ! 

From fuch a contraft the benevolent 
charaGter acquires new luftre: Nor can it 
be an unpleafing reflection, that amidft the 
prevalence of felfifhnefs, of diffipation, and 
Bos difregard to ferious religion, (too juftly 
complained of, I fear, in the prefent day) 
yet a general philanthropy happily abounds 
_ through the nation. Private charity difpen-

climes, hath never been wanting ; Lifbon, 
in its overthrow, can witnefs the humanity 
of Britain; and even cur enemies, to the 
particular honour of the prefent times, 
have bafked in the funfhine of our bounty:

We have fed the hungry and cloathed the 4 
naked, even of thofe who are deemed our 
natural, and our moft inveterate adverfaries:

All I can truft to, is the benevolence of

And furely, if ever charitable defign pe- 
culiarly claimed the patronage of the great 
and the good; it is this for which. we plead. 
Every chriftian, every humane, every tender 
and compaffionate motive unites to recom- 


mend and enforce it. 


Mean and defpicable is the attempt to: 
raife the reputation of one work upon the 
ruin of another ; or to think of applaud- 
ing this, by depreciating the merit of that 
charity. True benevolence, however it may 
affe& one more than another, will yet re- 
joice in all : and though it may not be able 
to lend much help to all, while more im-,

ed alfo to many other humane and praife- 
worthy inftitutions *. It will never there- 
fore be judged that we mean to prejudice: 
any one of them; (God forbid that fuch, 
a thought fhould ever harbour itfelf in my 
breaft !) that we mean to divert the cur- 
rent of benevolence from other objects of 
pity, from other labours of love; while for 
our prefent inftitution we urge, and will 
endeavour to prove, that it is one of the

Now of human works, that muft be the 
beft and the moft perfect, which approaches 
neareft to the ftandard of all goodnefs and 
perfefion. Muft not that then be the 
higheft charity, which moft refembles the 
charity of God ; of Chriit; and of good 
angels? Muft not that be the higheft cha~ 
rity, which provides not. only for the bo- 
dily diftrefles of fellow-creatures, but for 
all- their fpiritual wants: which not only 
reftores to health, to reputation, to peace 
in this world; but, properly improved, to 
everlafting health and peace in the future 
world? Muft not that be the higheft cha- 
rity, which not only confults the happinefs 
of the objects themfelves, but which takes 
in a large and affecting circle,—all the dear 
and tender names of parent, brother, fifter, 
friend : and which gives balm and relief 
to the moft acute and tormenting of all 
pains,—the pain of the affectionate-parent’s 
wounded heart ? Muft not that be the 
higheft charity, which gives hope to the 
hopelefs ; relieves from unutterable diftrefs _ 

fouls, 
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fouls plunged into the very bitternefs of 
woe; teaches the tongue to blefs, which 
before in defpair even blafphemed its God,. 
and curfed its own exiftence; teaches the — 
hands to labour, which were wantoning 
in the moft pernicious idlenefs : and, at 
the fame time, that it removes obnoxious. 
and deftructive, reftores ufeful and induf- 
trious members to the commonweal ? 

Such is the charity, which we would 
recominend to your favourable fuccour: It 
cannot want that fuccour; for your hearts. 
not only feel the noble touches of bene- 
volence ; but you are defirous to imitate 
the pattern of all perfection; to be like 
your God, and your Saviour ; and to fhare: : 
the bufinefs and the bleflednefs. of angels, — 
This you will fhare, by communicating to 
our prefent inftitution ; thus reftoring to. 
God, to happinefs, and to hope, loft and. 
ruined finners! And finners—let me add, 
further to recommend our inftitution—who,, ~ 
denied the fhelter-of this hofpitable charity, 
what probability, I might fay, what po/fi- 
bility have they to avoid the miferies of: 
utter perdition.? No benevslent heart would, 

{urely, 
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- furely refufe them one chance, one fingle 


chance for repentance and life! And this 
is all for which we plead. Nay, certainly, 
not even the moft rigid virtue could deny 
one chance, one fingle chance for falvation, 
when able to give that chance to any un- 
happy fellow-creatures ; and when morally 
affured, that they muft for ever be loft 
without it ! 

“¢ But then, fome may fay, were it not 
better to unite all our efforts for the pre- 
vention of this evil, which is attended with 
fuch dreadful confequences ? ”—Yes, doubt- 
lefs, we reply, if it could be prevented: 
but while human paffions ‘continue what 
they are, it is much to be feared that no 
efforts can wholly prevent this evil. Cer- 
tainly by the increafed diligence of the 
magiftrate, much of the public nuifance, 
fo juftly complained of, and fo reproachful 
to the police, morals, and religion of our 
metropolis, might be removed *, and it 

is 


* Unqueftionably thefe miferable wretches 
might be prevented from plying fo fcandaloufly in 
in the great and leading ftreets of the metropolis : 

unqueftion- 
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is hoped, will be removed. But while 
human nature remains as it is, men will 
feduce, and women will hearken ; and there 
will ever be, as there have ever been, too 
many deluded objects, to move our com-. 
miferation, and to call for our chriftian 
concern. 

“‘But thefe (it may be faid again) are 
moft worthlefs objects ; they have brought 
themfelves into thefe evils ; and confequently 
merit no pity.’ Alas! how fuperficially 
do they reflect upon the charity of God 
and of Chrift; how little upon the nature 
of true benevolence ; who thus objet! For 
whom doth God difpenfe his providential 
blefings? upon whom doth his fun fhine, 
and his light arife’—only on the juft ? For 

whom 


unqueftionably fo many of the houfes harbour- 
ing, notorioufly harbouring them, might be 
difcountenanced : unqueftionably they might 
be prevented from fitting out, to enfnare, 
in fome parts of the town, even in the broad 
light of the mid-day ! and all this without any daz- 
ger of leffening the number of fuch women to that 
degree,that wor/e vices would follow!--as hath been 
the infinuation and pretence of fome, who perhaps, 
are glad of an excufe for their negle&t of proper 
exertion in this matter. 
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; whom did God fend his only begotten into 
the world? for whom did that only begot- 
ten bleed and die on the crofs ?—only for 
the worthy and deferving? No: for a world 
of sINNERs; for ALL oF Us, whofe many 

offences have made us obnoxious to the con- 
demnation of God ; and who, therefore, 
fhall we fay, ‘‘merit no pity!” Far dif- 
ferent is the method of our God’s gra- 
cious dealings with us! The prodigal fon 
in the gofpel brought himfelf into a ftate 
of indigence and mifery ; yet did not his 
father utterly reject him. The adulterous 

woman ; the impure Magdalen; the denying 

Peter; all, all of them were in this refpect 

without excufe ; their mouths were ftopped 
before God; guilty and felf-condemned, 
they had nothing to plead. Yet did He 
freely forgive them all their trefpafles. ‘* Nay, 
and all the fouls, which are, were for- 

 feited once; and he, even he who might 

_ beft have taken the advantage, found out 

_ the remedy *,” 

Befides, that benevolence cannot be 

_ deemed ae which diftinguifheth only the 

‘ O good

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good and deferving : they not only merit our \ 
efteem, but demand our affiftance: it is a | 
kind of debt due to them: But we then ~ 
fhew true philanthropy, when not the merit — 
alone, but the neceffities and diftrefles of — 
objects move us to their relief; when we 
are with-held from difpenfing our feafonable 
bounty by no narrow and unworthy pre- 
judices : it being fufficient to engage all — 
our beft fervices, with the good Samaritan, 
that a fellow-traveller, tho’ a Jew, ftands 
in need of the fuccour which we are able 
to beftow *. 

Thus much may be urged in behalf of 
the objects of our prefent concern, upon 
the fuppofition of their utter unworthinefs. 

One would however imagine, that no 
human beings could be precipitate in their 

cenfures, 
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* Let it here be obferved,that there can be but 
two reafons for punifhing,or for permitting perfons 
to continue in a ftate of fuffering ; namely, for ex- 
ample or reformation. When thefe ends are anfwered, 
it is as barbarous as it is ufelefs, to punifh: it is 
abfolutely inhuman not to relieve the fufferer. — 
When, therefore, unhappy women are defirous to _ 
reform and amend ; what can juftify our condua, — 
if we refufe them the means? 
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“cenfures, or hafty in their condemnation of 
fellow-creatures, mifled by a paffion, which. 
_ however fatal and dangerous, when unmor- 
tified and unfubdued, is yet, for wife and 
good ends, interwoven in the frame of our

nature; and from fome aberrations in which, 
but few, it is to be feared, can plead ab- 
folutely guiltlefs. When therefore we con- 
fider the ftrength of paffion, and the im- 
becillity of reafon; when we confider that 
the moft generous and humane difpofitions 
have fometimes been led captive by this 
delufive paffion; when we confider that 
_fuch, many fuch, moft celebrated in ftory, 
_ have not only felt and acknowledged the 
 fevereft checks of confcience, but by: God’s 
. grace, have become as eminent for their 
_ penitence as for their faults: fuch reflec- 
tions muft foften the rigour of our judg- 
ments ; muft lead us not to doubt of the 
poflibility of the thorough and real reforma- 
tion of thofe unhappy young creatures, 
who have fallen vittims to a paffion which 
is common to our nature; and who have 
much to urge, much to plead in their own 
behalf, and in requeft of our forgivenefs 
and compaffion. 
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Some of them will tell you, of the bafe 


and treacherous arts of mercilefs feducers; 


who, by every unlawful method, by vows, 


by promifes, by oaths, won their unfufpedt- 
ing, honeft, gentle hearts ; heart, yet unprac- 
tifed and eftranged to guile! won and ab- 
andoned them (ah cruel and perfidious ! 
let fuch boaft their conquefts!) won and 
abandoned them to fore deftru@ion. _ Some 
of them will tell you of the afflicting and 


early lofs of careful and affeCtionate pa- — ‘ 


rents, who left them,—left their beloved 
orphans, to an injurious world; left them 
an eafy, artlefs prey, or ever they could 
diftinguifh evil from good, or good from 
evil; a prey to, the inhuman barbarity of 
the favage minifters of luft. Others, with 
{treaming eyes will plead, as a coercive ar- 


gument for their continuance in fuch a 


{tate, that they could find no hand to re- 
lieve, no heart to pity; that there was no 
place for them to fly unto, that none cared 
for their fouls: that their friends, nay, 
their deareft parents, forfook them! that 
they had not, they could not find where 
to lay, where to conceal, their wretched 

heads | 
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heads ! And fome will urge the ftrong and 
irrefiftible calls of hunger and of thirft; 
appetites which muft be fatisfied : But,—ah 
truly pitiable daughters of affliction ! not 
folely hunger and thirft of their own, but 
of a miferable babe perhaps, the fad iffue 
of their unfortunate guilt,—yet not on that 
account the lefs claiming all the tendernefs 
of maternal love! And could the mother 
fee the little helplefs innocent perifh in her 
arms ? Could fhe behold its tongue cleav- 
ing to the roof of its mouth for hunger, 


and for thirft? Oh what could not a mos 
_ ther rather behold! what virtue would not 

fink under fuch a trial! Cana woman for- 
get her fucking child? Pity her, oh pity her, 


ye happier mothers: and fay, could ye not 


 excufe a crime — fay rather, will ye not 
blefs this hofpitable charity, which relieves. 


the inexpreffible diftrefs of many fuch mi- 


ferable women? 
Indeed, I cannot but obferve here, that 


fo {canty are the means of fubfiftence al- 


lowed the female fex; fo few the occupa- 
tions which they can purfue, and thofe fo 


much engrofled by our fex:. fo fmall are

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the profits arifing from their labours, and 
fo difficult often the power of obtaining 
employment, efpecially for thofe of doubt- 
ful character ; and frequently, fo utter 
their unfkilfulnefs in any branches of their 
common induftry, from a miftaken neglect — 
of their parents in their education ;—feveral — 
of whom, while they abfurdly expend much 
on boarding-fchools, think it beneath them 
to have their daughters taught a trade.— 
So fcanty are the means of fubfiftence, arif- 
ing from thefe and the like caufes, that, it 
is but too well known, many virtuous and 
decent young women, left defolate with 
poor unfriended children, have been com- 
pelled to the horrid neceffity (and we want — 
not to be told, what numbers in this great P: 
city lie in wait to improve, and turn to :

their own advantage that neceflity) of pro- 
curing bread by proftitution ! which no- 
thing could have induced them fo to pro- — 
cure, but the cries and tears of hungry ~ 
children, craving repeated fupplies of food; — 
which thus becomes the food of bitternefs 
to the mother, and renders life the moft 
oppreflive burden, . i

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But I dwell not now on the-peculiar 
hardfhips, difficulties and diftrefles of the 
female fex: I dwell not upon the tempta- 
tions to which they are expofed; in the 
free and unreftrained ufe of which, cruel 
feducers even think themfelves juftifiable = 
I dwell not upon the fuperior advantages, 
(if advantages they may be called) which 
our fex hath over them ; whofe reputation 
fuffers no ftain even from an avowed in- 
dulgence in this vice; while one unhappy 
deviation blafts the fair beauty of female 
honour. I dwell not upon thefe topics ; 
they have been already fufficiently handled. 

Suffer me only to remark, that the fuc- 
cefs of this undertaking ferves above all 
things to recommend it, and to remove every 
objection which either caution or malevo- 
lence might have to urge againft it *. Of 
the firft two hundred women who volun- 
tarily fought this happy covert from the 


Htorm, but a very inconfiderable number at 


this time remains in the houfe ; and fome 
of them fo perfectly happy and fatisfied 
with their fituation, that they pray never to 
depart thence, and have intreated permiffion 


; froma

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from the benevolent governors of the cha- 
rity, to pafs their lives fecluded from temp- 
tation and danger, within thofe walls where 
they have found fafety and peace, 

Of the reft, many have been introduced 
into decent fervices, where they have con- 
ducted themfelves with fo much propriety, 
that feveral have claimed and received that 
bounty, which the rules of the charity af- 
fign as an encouragement to thofe who con- 
tinue a year tm their fervices, and meet the 
approbation of their fuperiors : For, par- 
ticular application is given, not only to 
the habituating them all to induftry, but 
likewife to the teaching the uninftruéted 
fuch branches of female employ, as may 
qualify them for different provinces, and 
enable them to get their livelihood with 
honefty and credit, when they are replaced 
in the world. 

That fome fhould again return to im- 
purity, could not but have been fuppofed 
by the moft fanguine efpoufers of this cha- 
rity. But it furely deferves attention, and 
is fome proof of the right principles im- 
bibed in the houfe, that. the greater part, 
even of thofe who have been difcarded with: 

difhonour 


i 
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 difhonour, have fought for and readily un- 
dertaken the hardeft fervices, rather than 
return to their former detefted way of life: 
nay, and fome, to avoid that neceffity, 
have even applied to magiftrates to fend 
them abroad, and thereby capacitate them 
to procure an honeft and induftrious fub- 
fiftence. 

While it ought to be mentioned, as a 
mark of the good government and regula~ 
tion of the houfe,—and I think we may 
add, of the good intentions and right prin- 
ciples wherewith thefe women enter it—that 

_ fince the inftitution of it, no acts of flagrant 
indecency or grofs mifbehaviour have ever 
appeared; though no punifhments or cor- 
rections are ever ufed; for nothing but 
the law of reafon, of religion, and of le- 
nity, is permitted to rule in a place, de- 
fined for a comfortable and defirable retreat 
to the fincerely penitent. 

Befides thofe who have been placed out 
in the world, feveral have been reftored to 
their rejoicing parents. And could you have 

been fpectators of the many affecting fcenes, 
Which have pafled on thefe occafions, your

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fympathetic hearts would have melted, and 
you would have bleffed a charity produc- 
tive of fuch celeftial comforts. Could your 
hearts be unmoved, if you faw, what the 
diretors of this Charity fo frequently fee; 
if you faw an aged parent introduce a young 
and haplefs daughter ; if you heard her with 
the voice of maternal anguifh, thus tenderly 
implore your aid; ‘* For the fake of our 
‘* adorable and compaffionate Redeemer, take 
“‘ my wretched, ruined child, into your 
‘* kind proteétion; fave her, oh fave her 
“‘ from utter deftruction ; and, in fo doing, 
“ fave alfo the life of a miferable mother! 
*‘ She was once my fole comfort, once 
‘*my moft pleafing hope! I trufted that fhe 


‘* would have been the ftaff and fupport 


“‘of my old age, and have held me up 


“¢ amidft all the forrows and afflictions of } 


“¢ widowhood ! But alas, a cruel fpoiler 
“© came; deceived her, artlefs as fhe was;

*¢ and protection! In vain, with parental 
‘anxiety, I fought her: confcious of her 
*¢ crime, fhe ftill flew from me; and ab< 
** andoned by her perfidious deceiver, whofe

“6 ftone, fhe became a prey to the arts of

Defiled and 
S¢ difeafed, loft to reputation and_herfelf, 
6¢ T have at length recovered my child ;—for 
“6 till fhe is my child, though thus unhappy ! 
*¢ And, on my bended knees, I implore that 
“¢ you would have pity on a mother’s an- 
*¢ suifh; that you would commiferate a wi- 
*© dow’s diflrefs ; that you would fave my 
“‘ dear, though polluted daughter, from 


that extremity of horror and perdition, 


“which otherwife muft unavoidably attend 
“ her ! Compaffionate her youth: pardon the 
cc paft : her tears witnefs her contrition ; let 
*¢ them plead for her ; let her mother’s tearsalfo 
“© plead for her: fave us, oh fave us both from 
“the agonies of defpondence! So will 


_ “the bleffing of thofe who are ready to 


“< perifh come upon you; fo will you be 
“fathers to the fatherlefs; and caufe the 
“* dejected widow’s heart, long unacquainted 
“6 with comfort, to fing for joy!” 
Could your generous hearts refufe to fuch 
a petitioner the relief fhe required ?——I am 
convinced they could not, Now then, 
- imagine, 
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imagine, that many fuch are pleading with 
you for your liberal contributions to this 
charity ; contributions fufficient to enable 
its governors never to have the hard and 
painful tafk of rejecting petitioners of this 
fort; fufficient to enable them to enlarge 
their mercy, and to open wide their blef- 
fed doors, like thofe of heaven, at the call 
of every pitiable and repenting object. 
And, only think, if the benevolent heart 
feels fuch a guft of joy in relieving the 
prefent anguifh of fuch melancholy fufferers ; 
what muft it feel, when it beholds the good 
effets, the full fruits of its compaffion ; 
when it fees the top-ftone brought forth 
with gladnefs ; fees the work perfected, in 
the complete felicity of thofe to whom was 
miniftered its firfé and kindly fuccour ? 
Among many of this fort, let us not 
pafs over a ftriking inftance of the grateful 
parents of a young woman, who had been 
a confiderable time in the-houfe, had be- 
haved herfelf with all propriety, and afew | 
weeks paft was taken home to her tranf- 
ported family. How pleafing, how tenderly 
pleafing was it, to fee her parents, with 


syes full of tears, pouring forth, in broken 
, accents,

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accents, their thankful hearts to the gover- 
nors of this charity! ‘‘ Blefled charity, faid 
‘© they, which hath faved our child, our 
‘* beloved daughter from everlafting ruin! 
*° A charity, for the profperity of which we 
- © muft ever pray, and the benevolent fup- 
* porters of which we muft ever blefs, as 
¢¢ (under God) the authors of all our feli- 
“¢ city ; as the reftorers, almoft from death, 
*¢ of our loft and undone child ! Amidfe 
“¢ the numberlefs obligations conferred upon 
“Sus, permit us (continued they) to afk 
** yet one more; permit us, with our re- 
“* covered and new-born daugther, to feal 
“© our vows of thankfulnefs and devotion 
“© at the altar of your Chapel; and to pre- 
“© fent ourfelves with our beloved child, 
“Cat that holy table, to Him who hath 
“* done fo great things for us!”? Who could 
hear fuch language, without emotion and 
delight : But who, unmoved and undelight- 
ed, could behold thefe chriftian and truly 
fenfible parents, kneeling on either fide of 
their daughter at the altar; prefenting their 
mutual thanks, and lifting up their eyes 
in expreffive gratitude and gladnefs ; the 
parents for their recovered child; for her 

i recon- 
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reconciled parents, and with them, her God, 
her peace, her prefent and eternal comfort 
reftored and fecured to her? = 
Thefe are fights which muft refrefh every — 
benevolent mind ; thefe are fruits of this — 
charity, which muft render it amiable in 
all your eyes ; which muft make you an- 


xious to communicate liberally to fuch good; _ 
to be fellow-workers in deeds of fuch dif- P 
tinguifhed excellence. For, granting that — 
many fhould abufe this well-intended defign, — 
(and what defigns are not liable to abufe? ) ~ 
granting that half, only half of thofe who i; 
feek its friendly fhelter, fhould duly improve rf 
its proffered bleflings; nay, granting that 
a tenth part only fhould be faved from the 
moft exquifite diftrefs which can affi@ ~ 
‘human creatures ; that only a tenth part g 
fhould be faved from an earthly and fhock- — 
ing death, amidft all thofe miferies, which f 
_ are of moft fearful name— fhould be faved — 
from the unutterable miferies of death eter- 
nal ; furely it were a work well worthy all 
our pains, well worthy all the approbation ~ 
and aid, which the great, the virtuous, and — 
the good can give. : 


But 
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But, indeed, we have all the certainty 
which the nature of the work will admit, 
that a far greater proportion properly im- 
prove the benefits of this inftitution, and 
are not only made happy themfelves, but 
diffufe that happinefs through the wide 
circle of their loved relations: while, at 
the fame time, they are reftored to the 
ftate, and become ufeful members of it:—a 
eircumftance by no means inconfiderable at 
a period when war is fpreading fo widely 
its terrible devaftations of the human fpe- 
cies ; nor indeed at any time inconfiderable, 
in a commercial nation like ours, whofe 
ftrength and profperity depend on the num-~ 
ber of its inhabitants. 

However, refpecting fome of the objects, 
we have abfolute certainty : for it hath 
pleafed God to call away fome of them fince 
. their admiffion into the houfe; who have 
died with fuch marks of real repentance, 
that no man could entertain a doubt of 
-their forgivenefs and acceptance with their 
merciful Redeemer. And oh! what atranf- 
porting thought is that to a mind duly 
fenfible of the worth of an immortal foul! 

Fr. Pofibl ; 
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Pofibly, had they not been admitted within 
thofe charitable walls, they had perifhed, 
horribly perifhed, in the ftreets, amidft cold 
and nakednefs, famine and difeafe, unin- 
ftrudted, unrelieved, unpitied, impenitent ! 
perifhed miferably in this life, only to enter 
en another far more miferable ! 

And indeed, when this thought extends 
itfelf to all the women now in the houfe, 
bleft with health, reftored to happinefs, in- 
duftrioufly employed, and chearfully finging 
praifes to their God; many, very many of 
whom, moft probably without this relief, 
had long ago ended their days in the ex- 
tremity of fufferings,—young and wretched 
victims, to the defolation of wide wafting 
and unrelenting luft, Our compaffion muft 
be moved; and the benevolent heart ‘will 
want no farther recommendation of a work 
fo productive of the higheft good which 
mortals can aim at; or accomplith *.

* ‘This fingle circumflance of the prefervation of 


Jo many lives, which is effe€ted by the Magdalen 
Charity, fhould alone be fufficient to recommend 
it to the public attention. From the general ac- 
count it appears,that but eight have died out of the 

number 
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Of which, one example further before 
- I conclude, will ferve more fully to con- 
vince you: one example, in which you. 
_ will trace with a fympathetic pleafure, the 
tender ftruggles of chriftian rejoicing and 
parental affection. 

An amiable young creature, juft in her 
fixteenth year, was admitted into the houfe : 
her condu&t was humble and blamelefs, fuch. 
as became and denoted the penitent. After: 
her admiffion, fhe had the happinefs to be 
reconciled to a mother, who had felt the 
fevereft forrow for her mifconduét, who. 
affectionately loved, and was beloved by her 
child. Not long fince fhe was feized with: 
a mortal difeafe, which fhe bore with chear- 
fulnefs, fortitude, and refignation, When: 
fhe preceived the hour of death approach- 
ing, fhe earneftly defired to fee her widow-. 

Big ed. 
number ef 483, who have been received into the 
houfe, fince its firft opening. In my firft {ermon,,. 
p- 61, Tobferved, that it is probable, fxryin an. 
hundred or more, of thefe objects would have been. 
_ dead. in two years: and upon this calculation,, 
which I believe to be pretty juft, what a great 
faving of Jives is here to the public, and_lives, in; 
general, of fubjects under twenty years !- 
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ed parent, and to take her Jaft farewell. 
As foon as it was poffible, the afflicted 
mother came: the foul of the daughter 
feemed to revive at the voice of her parent. 
The interview was pathetic and affecting : 
none prefent could refrain from tears. But 
it was fcarcely pafled, fearce had the ten- 
der parent prefled the cold and trembling 
lips of her child, before the fluttering foul 
quitted its earthly habitation ; as if it had. 
only ftaid to pay this tribute, and to per- 
form this laft office of filial duty and love. 

Parental affection then, and chriftian joy 
ftrove with each other in the mother’s 
breaft. For awhile fhe fpoke not : fhe could 
not fpeak. Tears at length burit forth ; 
fhe wept: fhe could not but weep for her © 
daughter once loft, but now doubly pre- 


cious to her, by having been found, and — 


reftored to obedience and virtue. She could — 
not but weep for her only daughter, thus — 
early cut off from her, when fhe had form- 
ed pleafing views of their happinefs and ~ 
comfort together. ‘‘Yet let me not weep, — 
“* fard the parent; rather let me rejoice, and — 
** blefs the coodnefs of God ! Had my child © 

‘© nerifhed $ 
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“¢ nerifhed in her ftate of fin, had fhe been 
“cut off amidft proftitution, difeafe and 
*¢ mifery, what could have fupported my 
<< foul ?. Now, by the blefling of this hea- 
“‘venly charity, I have feen her die in 
fuch a manner, that I cannot doubt her 
<‘happinefs with God. I will not weep 
*¢ for thee, therefore, my child, my dearett 
6 child! bleffed, for ever. bleffed be God, 
‘¢ who has faved thee from deftruction, and 
“¢ reached out his merciful hand to refcue 
“¢thee from woe everlafting ! Bleffed, for 
“Sever blefled be thofe, into whofe hearts 
‘‘ he put it to open the doors of this houfe 
<¢ of repentance : may thefe our benefactors 
<< for ever be blefled! And may the’r good 
“‘ hearts be refrefhed with the knowledge

As it is impoffible for me to add any 
thing to this real and interefting relation, 
(more: affeCting far, believe me, than I can 
defcribe) I will leave it with you: nothing 
doubting but as parents ; as chriftians; as

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Fovers of your country ; as full of huma- 
nity and benevolence; you will all think 
yourfelves engaged to fupport and encou= 
rage an undertaking, by which the aching 
hearts of fo many parents are comforted 5, 
by which fo many fouls are faved ; by which 
fo many members are reftored to induftry 
and the ftate; by which every -office of 
benevolence is difcharged; the hungry fed, 
the: naked cloathed, the {tanger taken in,, 
the fick relieved; eyes given to the blind, 
and feet to the lame: ‘* for the worft of 
blindnefs, that of the mind, is removed,. 
while the wandering feet are led into the 
paths of peace and virtue.” * Who can be 
indifferent to. an inftitution produétive of? 
fuch univerfal good ? an inftitution,to which. 
we, my brethren, cannot refufe our beft affif- 
tance! many from motives of honour 3 all. . 
from motives of gratitude to that ever. 
valuable fex, without whom life would be. 


‘vapid;

in the Magdalen Houfe, 
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vapid, and every labour irkfome +. Nor 
can that amiable Sex refufe their beft en- 
couragement to an inftitution, whofe very 
foundation witnefles an high regard for the 
intereft of their fex, and a tender concern 
for the diftreffes of that part of female in- 
dividuals for whom we plead. ‘The happy 
virtuous will learn. to pity them, from a 
review of the comforts which they them- 
felves enjoy : fo richly fed by the bounty 
of providence, they will not refufe to thefe 
daughters of mifery the crumbs which fall 
from their table. Nor, while they readily 
admit the poffibility of reformation in our 
fex, will they teach us fo fevere a leffon 
againft themfelves, as to deny that poffibi-

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sity to any of their own: efpecially, when 
fecluded from the world; becaufe retirement 
naturally leads the mind to recollection, 
and gives an edge to ferious refleCtions. 
But why fhould I urge thus much? It 
is enough, tbat you are great, that you are 
benevolent, that you are chriffians, to affure 
us, that this inftitution fhall never want 
your ample fuccour: An inftitution indeed 
hitherto remarkably bleft and honoured ; 
and at whofe religious and affecting fervice 


in the Chapel, we have feen many a moble 
eye fhed tears of pity and generofity !| tears, 


which have dignified nobility, and which 
fpoke the heart good as well as great. Won 
by that fervice, and the genuine piety of 
the penitential votaries there, many who

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I cannot in juftice conclude, without 
faying, “and in every refpect honourable 
to you, its benign and unwearied fupporters, 
direGtors, and managers.” rom the happy 
knowledge of many of you, I have been 
enabled to draw that picture of the BENE- 
VOLENT MAN, which I gave you at the bee 
ginning ; for you exemplify the character. 
Go on in that work, the eftablifhment of 
which abundantly teftifies the goodnefs of 
your hearts, and the reality of your religion: 
the condu@ of which, abundantly teftifies 
the delicacy of your fentiments, and the 
ftrength of your judgments. Go on, fecure 
of the eftimation and applaufe of the vir- 
'tuous and the valuable: fuperior to the 
little taunts of meaner thinkers; fuperior 
to all the oppofition which weakne/s of under- 
_ ftanding, or malevelence of heart would throw 
in your way. ‘That charity is not perfec, 
-which is intimidated or difcouraged by dif- 
ficulties in the profecution of its juft and 
upright purpofes. Firm in your benevolence, 
and extenfive in your generous profpects, 
go on; and you will fee the good work . 
profper under your hands. You afe en- 


gaged 
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gazed in an honourable, a delightful en- 


terprize. God is for you, and he will | 


crown your endeavours. You fhall enjoy, 


what is infinitely beyond every other fatis- 


faction, the fervent thankfgivings of many 
parents made happy by your means; you 
fhall enjoy the bleffing of many, once ready 
to perifh, but who, thro’ your charity, are 
now refcued from the depth of mifery and 
defpair, and reftored to hope and comfort. 
Irduftry, when it hears of it, fhall praife 
you: your country fhall hold your names 
in honour and efteem. And, what is a 
confideration far fuperior to all, the great 
Gop, who looks down from heaven with 
peculiar complacency upon acts of love and 
benevolence, fhall guard you with his more 
efpecial protection in this world; and re- 


ward you, thro’ the merits of his Son, - 
with diftinguifhed honour in the world to . 


come. 

‘* Yes, bleffed Lord, may they all in- 
herit that glory! all who contribute to this 
chriftian defign ! all who contribute to the 


reclaiming loft fouls! Oh may they all . 
enjoy thy continued protection, thy. pecu-— 


liar 
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liar favour! fhield them in every danger ; 
guide them in every difficulty : blefs 
them in their going out, and their coming in: 
blefs them in their domeftic, blefs them in 
_ their public life; blefs them with all de- 
firable bleffings below ; and blefs them moft, 
when moft they want thy benediction —in 
the time of difeafe, and at the hour of 
death! Do thou, O God, make their beds 
in their ficknefs: do thou, gracioufly fuf- 
tain them in their laft agonies! And in 
the tremendous day of judgment, do thou 
kindly remember their works of mercy, 
and fulfil in their behalf, thine own moft 
faithful promife, ‘* That they -who are 
wife, and turn many to righteoufnefs, 
fhall fhine as the brightnefs of the firma- 
ment, and asthe ftars for ever and ever!” 
_ Amen. 
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CaN THE ETHIOPIAN CHANGE BIS 
SKIN, OR THE LEOPARD HISsPoTs? [HEN 
MAY YE ALSO DO GOOD, WHO ARE AC- 


_CUSTOMED TO DO EVIL. 


S unpromifing a Text as could have 
| been pitched upon before the pre- 


fent Audience |!—But, let us not judge too 


haftily: The very reafon, why I have 
chofen it, is becaufe it appears fo unpro- 
mifing, and becaufe perhaps, it is almoft 
the only Text, which with any plaufibility 
can be urged againft our prefent inftitution ; 
or thrown out to diftrefs the minds, and 
difcourage the endeavours of the Women, 
who fly to this place of refuge, to re- 
form and reconcile themfelves to God. And 


_ Timagined, that it would be an acceptable 


fervice, both to them, and to the fuppor- 
ters of this humane undertaking, to fet 
forth at large the genuine fenfe and mean- 


ing of this paflage of Scripture; and con 


Q 3 fequently 
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fequently to fhew, That it by no means 
tends to difcourage the good endeavours of 
the penitent; nor of thofe, who, with true 
Chriftian benevolence, open the door of 
mercy to fuch. 

Low and narrow minds, when they are 
not inclined to contribute to the fupport 
ef good and laudable undertakings, in order 
to fecrete the true reafon, and to fcreen 
from notice their own littlenefs,— with a 
malevolence as bafe as it is mean, are 
ufed to throw out objections, and to fcan- 
dalize the work, which they mean not ta 
encourage. While others, from a weaknefs 
of underftanding ; an ignorance of the Chri- 


ftian Religion; and a fond defire perhaps 


to cultivate the friendfhip of particu- 


lar perfons , highly extoll one charity, as_ 


fuperlatively beft: and with a difingenui- 
ty, and a want of judgment and piety, 
not lefs pitiable than defpicable, endea- 
vour to eftablifh their own favourite, upon 
the difcredit and ruin of all others. In this 


attem pt they are as abfurd as the man, who — 


fhould endeavour to raife the reputation of © 
his friend, upon the cenfure and reproach of — 


all mankind. 


( 
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Chriftian Benevolence is a great, a no- 
ble , a godlike principle ; which leads us 
to rejoice in Good, of all, of whatever kind ; 
by whomfoever, or wherefoever it be done. 
And when we fee men exerting them- 
_felvyes in compaffionate and commendable 
undertakings, though the greatnefs and ex- 
cellence of the defign may not ftrike us 
with equal force, as it ftrikes them ; 
Yet our hearts fhould give their approba- 
tion; and every generous tongue will fay, 
“© We wifh you good luck in the name of 
the Lord.’’; 

Indeed, there is not the leaft doubt, but 
that whenever men undertake charitable 
and kind works, for the comfort and ad- 
vantage. of their fellow-creatures, with 
fincere and upright intentions, the bleff- 
ing of God will attend them ; and every 
Charity, good and ufeful in itfelf, and well- 
meant, will meet with fufficient encou- 
ragement, in our benevolent times ; — will 
find Men of virtue fufficient to affift, pro- 
mote, and fupport it ; nor is there any man- 
ner of need to ufe little and defingenuous 
arts, or to wish to rife on the ruins ofa 
_ rival, 


Tho? 
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Tho’ this might be enough, and more 
than enough perhaps, to anfwer to men 
of this ftamp, Yet I muft be allowed to 
add, that when they urge againft the pof- 
fibility of reforming the vicious, the Text 
of eremiah, Can the Ethiopian change his 
SRin, or the'Leopard his fpots* ? they feem to 
forget entirely ‘*the nature and end of the 


Chriftian Religion ;” while they reafon un- . 


fairly, and make fuch an ufe of his’ words, ~ 


-as would fhock the Prophet, fhould he hear 
them. ’ 

I, For, I would afk them in the firff 
place, Is not the great, the characteriftic 
bleffing of the Chriftian Religion, ** pardon 
of fin ;”— free and full pardon of all fin, 
however great or complicated , upon true 
Faith and fincere Repentance ? Did not Chrift 
come into the world to fave finners ? Was 
he not named ‘fefus, of the angel, becaufe 
be foould fave his people from their fins ? 
hath he not himfelf over and over declared 
in his Gofpel, that He came to call Sin- 
ners to repentance ;_ that therefore he con- 

verfed

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verfed freely with them,—as a Phyfician is 
-converfant with the fick, becaufe they want 
shis aid and healing medicine ; which they 
do not who are in perfect health ? and are 
there not inftances abundant on record, tn 
the word of truth, of Sinners, habitual, 
grievous Sinners, not only admitted to our 
Lord’s prefence, but pardoned by Him?—nay, 
and becoming in confequence the greateft 
penitents, and moft exemplary believers ! 
And hath not this been found the cafe in 
‘every age and period of Chriftianity? 
Confider then, that, if you underftand 
this ‘Text of ‘feremiah in its full extent, 
as implying as great an impoflibility, that 
they who have been accuftomed to do 
evil, fhould ever do well, as it is for the 
fEthiopian to change his fkin, or the Leo- 
pard his fpots—which is indeed an utter 
impofibility : —If, I fay, you underftand the 
words in their ftrict, literal fenfe; Why 


then, farewell the comforts of the Gofpel | 


of Chrift! Farewell the glad tidings of 
pardon and peace to the penitent | Sin- 
ners are in a defperate cafe indeed! —Chrift 
hath died in vain; and all our preaching, 

and 
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and all our offers of his grace and mercy, are 


mere babbling ; are idle and infignificant ! » 
This, with all Chriftians, fhould be a ve- 
ry fufficient argument, in my mind, to prove, 


that the paflage is not to be underftood in 
this general and unreftrained fenfe. But 
indeed, we have another argument, and — 
that a pretty ftrong one too, to urge a- 
gainft this interpretation ; and that is ‘* Mat- i 
ter of fa&t :” The experience, not of Chrif- — 


tians only, but of others alfo, in almoft 
every age of the world, undeniably affur- 
ing us that many, who have been accuftom- 


ed, who have learnt, as the original is, to — 


do evil,—(underftand the phrafe in as ftrong 
a fenfe as you pleafe) that many fuch, have, 
on the other hand, J/earnt, and accuftomed 
themfelves to do wel]l.—It would be end- 


lefs to produce inftances: J/anaffeh and — 


Mary Magdalen may properly be mentioned, 
becaufe I have dwelt upon their examples 
in this place. We cannot look into hiftory, 
facred or profane, without fufficient proof: 
Even the divine Socrates, the firft, and 
greateft mafter of the heathen World, fairly 
confefled the predominance of evil paffions 

and 
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and habits, and his Viftory over them: 
And Saint 4u/ftin, whofe name and piety 
are almoft one and the fame, lived for 
above the thirty firft years of his life 
not only in the darknefs of the worft he- 
‘refies, but accuffomed, habituated to the 
practice of the moft fenfual lufts. 
_ But, not to dwell uponindividuals, I would 
‘only afk, What can be fo ftrong as faint 
Paul’s words, to fome of his converts, whom 
he fpeaks of, not only as accu/fomed to, but 
even dead in trefpafles and fins? Nay, he 
ranks bimfelf in the fame degree; ‘‘ Even 
when VE were deadin fins, he guickened us, 
together with Chrift.” And, writing to the 
Corinthians, he mentions fome of the grof- 
feft crimes, whereof he fays, they once 
were guilty, tho’ now reformed—‘‘ Be not 
deceived; neither Fornicators, nor adulterers, 
nor idolaters, nor effeminate, nor abufers of 
| themfelves with mankind, nor thieves, nor 
eovetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor 
_extortioners, foall inherit the Kingdom of God.” 
Here, it muft be allowed, is a lift of fome 
“of the worft vices to which men can ac- 
cuftom. themfelves. But thefe Corinthians, 
P) guilty 
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guilty of them, were not given up, as de/- 
perate.—No; the apoftle adds, *‘4nd fuch 
were fome of you 3—But ye are wafbed, but ye 
are fanttified, but ye are juftified, in the name of 
our Lord ‘fefus, and by the Spirit of our God.” 

This Teftimony, it muft be acknow- 
ledged, is decifive: I will only add, that, 
in agreement with it, the primitive apolo- 
gifts for Chriftianity always apply to this 
evidence of the truth of their Religion :— 
They apppeal to the vicious, and habituat- 


,? 


ed finners of every degree, who, thro’ the — 


grace of God in Chrift, had been convert- | 


ed to a new and holy life. And they — 


challenge their enemies to controvert this 


proof, as the Inftances were numerous, and ~ 


continually before them ;—Inftances, of the 
unclean and impure becoming chafte and 
virtuous ; the drunkard, fober; the churel, 
generous ; the cruel and hard-hearted, ten- 


der and compaffionate; the difhoneft, faith- | 


ful; and the idle, diligent. This, in 
truth, was no more than what the Pro- 


phet, in his elegant manner, foretold fhould — 


be the confequence of the coming of the 


Prince of Righteoufnefs; when the wolf 
Should 


ee 
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fbould dwell with the lamb, and the leopard 
lye down with the kid; the calf, and the 
young lion, and the fatling together, and 
alittle child fhould lead them; * that is, Savage 
natures fhould be tamed, and Chriftian 
_ virtues reign there, where the fierceft and 
_ moft deftru@tive paffions were before predo- 
_ minant.—Nay, and to thefe examples, if 
need were, we could add fome from the 
prefent houfe of reformation; of whofe 
real repentance, and thorough change of 
heart and life, it would be impoffible to doubt. 

II. Having then fhewn what is not the 
true fenfe of the Text, it may be time to 
enquire what ts. 

Now, in the firft place, I- would obferye, 
refpecting-the eaftern ftyle in general, that 
it is high and figurative, and abounds with 
} ftrong metaphors and allufions,which muft be 
reduced a good deal, before we can deter- 
mine their precife meaning.—Again, I ob- 
_ferve of the prophetic ftyle, that, as it is 
perhaps the moft fublime of all the eaf- 
tern writings, fo are the figures, metaphors 
and allufions in it not lefs bold, than they 
. R are 
* Tfaiah, chap. xi, 6, &¢ 
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are beautiful and expreffive: But they 
make it difficult to be underftood, and fhould 
render us Cautious in our reafonings upon 
it. An example of this you have in the 
paflage from J/aiah juft quoted, refpecting 
the change of difpofitions, fignified by the 
taming of the wildeft animals.. In another 
place, this fame Prophet has thefe remark-, 
able words.; ‘* The ftars of heaven, and. 
the confiellations thereof fhall. nat give their 
light; The. fun foall be darkened in his going 
forth, and the moon fhall not caufe her light 
to foine:”? ** Which paflage they who are 
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unacquainted with the genius of the pro- f 
phetical writings, and their frequent re- ¥ 
ference to hieroglyphical Ideas, would not 4 


readily underftand in its true- and un- . 
doubted meaning, of the total deftruétion. 
of the civil and ecclefiaftical Pay of the: ‘s 
Jews. 

I produce thefe examples only to fhew,_ 
how figurative the prophetic ftyle is, how. 
lofty ba elevated : and confequently, how | | 
much we. fhall miftake, by underftanding 
any fuch, paflages in a merely literal fenfe, | 
Now, read the pafiage in hand, from 
| | | Jeremiah, 

* See chap. xiii, 10. | 
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Jeremiah, under thefe reftritions, and you 
will perceive, ‘That itis an high and ex- 
aggerated expreflion of the prophet, in his 
great warmth for ~the caufe of God; im- 
plying only, -that ‘‘ after all the meflagés 
which God had fent by him to the Jews ;— 
after allthe mercies which their God had fhewn 
to them, they were fo hard and ungrate- 
ful, that he could fcarcely entertain a good 
hope of them”.—And he ftrives to aroufe, 


_ to awaken, to ftimulate them, by the ftrong- 
eft words and arguments poflible.—‘*Can 
the Ethiopian change his fkin, or the Leo- 


pard his fpots? no, they cannot ; and I fear 


_ there ‘is almoft as little reafon to fuppofe, 
_ that you, who are fo accuftomed to do evil, 
_ to tranfgrefs and rebel -againft God, will 


ever learn to do well; will ever obedient- 
ly return to apie and leave your idols, and 
your iniquity.” 

This is as much as we can fairly sit from 
the text; for, that it includes not an abfo- 


Jute denial of the poffibility of their return, 


every other chapter of Jeremiah’s prophefy 
clearly proves: In which he is continually . 


exhorting them to repent, and to return to 


that God, who will abundantly pardon :

drawn from every confideration, and from — 


every paffion, which he conceived might 


become effectual. Nay, and the very laft j 
verfe in this fame chapter, is itfelfan un- 7 
deniable teftimony, that, he meant not to © f 
fpeak of—that he did not by any means. 
believe, the cafe of thofe to whom he ad- — 


drefles himfelf, to be defperate, and all hore 


of their amendment vain. 
Upon this verfe I could be content to reft 


the whole of the argument ; for, nothing can © 
be more full, ‘and more pathetic, than the pro- ; 
phet’s expoftulation in it; which, furely, would 4 
have been ridiculous and abfurd, had it been g 
2s utterly impoffible for them to be made — 
clean, to repent and reform, as for the 


Ethiopian to change his fkin : — I have feen 


thine -adulteries, faith the Lord, and thine abo-= 


minations on the hills in the fields; thy {fpi- 
ritual adultery, that is, by which is meant 


idolatry throughout the prophets.—WVo unto - 


thee, O “ferufalem! wilt thou not be made clean ? 
wilt thou not be purified and pardoned ? when 


hall it once be ?—The original is remarkably _ 


emphatical— When once? as if the tender 
mer-_ 
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mercies of God would not allow him ut- 
_terance—while he vents his paternal de- 
fires for their return in broken wifhes, and 
_ earneft longings,too vehement and affectionate 
to be exprefled. — When once 2 “ how long 
with thou refufe to forfake thy unrigh- 
_teoufnefs? As I live, faith the Lord, I have 
no pleafure in the death of a finner, but 
that he fhould repent, and live: where- 
fore, turn ye, turn ye from your evil ways, 
for why will ye die, O houfe of Ifrael*”? 
After all, it fhould be particularly ob- 
feryed, not only that this paflage is applied 
: to the Jews of that day, with a peculiar 
force and propriety, — when their idolatries 
and crimes had been fo many and aggra- 
; vated, that they had wearied out the pa- 
tience of God, who had now determined 
to punifh them with a feventy years cap- 
tivity ; ; and therefore, it fhould with great 
} caution be applied or accommodated to any 
other perfons :—This is not only to be ob- 
ferved, but we muft remark, that it is a 
_ proverbial expreffion, and proverbs, we all 
know, are never to be received or unders. 
"food in their extenfive fenfe. They ferve

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to convey general truths, but, applied to 
individuals, are often found not only falfe, 


but prejudicial. We might eafily produce 


examples enow of this, from our own lan- 


guage, which abounds with proverbs ; many 
of them wife and excellent ;. but, many — 
of them cruel and malevolent ; and by which, 


if we were to judge or act, we fhould wan- ~ 


der far from the paths which Chriftian troth’ 4 


and benevolence would approve. Indeed it 
is a common rule with all commentators | 
on the fcriptures, never to ftrain proverbial — 


expreffions, but to foften and reduce them; — 
There is a paflage very pertinent to our fub- — 


jet in archbifhop Tz/lotfon’s Sermons, where, — 


fpeaking of our Text, he fays, ‘* That this 


_expreffion, of the Ethiopian, &c. is much to — 
be mitigated, will appear, by confidering 


fome other like paflages of fcripture. As, — 
where our faviour compares the difficulty’ — 


of a rich svlan’s falvation, to that which is 


naturally impoflible,—zo a camel's paffing thro” 
the eye of a needle; Nay, he pitcheth his 
exprefiion higher, and doth not only make — 


it athing of equal, but of greater difficulty : }: 


5, L fay unto you, it is eafer for a camel to — 
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go thro’ the eye of a needle, than for a rich 
man to enter into the Kingdom of God ”. 
And yet, when he comes to explain this 
to his difciples, he tells them, that he only 
meant, that the thing was very difficult ; 
“¢ How hard is it for thofe that have riches 


_ to be faved !” — and in another place, ‘ for 


thofe that truft in riches!” and that it was 
not impoffible, but, {peaking according to 
human probability; with men this is im- 
poffible, but not with God. And thus alfo 
it is reafonable to underftand that fevere 


_ paffage of the Apoftle to the Hebrews, ‘* It 
a is impoffible for them, who were once en- 
_ lightened, &c.'if theyfall away, to renew them 


again to repentance”: * Itis zmpo/ffible, that 
is, it is very difficult. 

In like manner we are to underftand this 
high expreffion, (which is very hyperboli- 
cal,) ** Can the Ethiopian change his {fkin, 
or the Leopard his fpots? then may ye alfo 
do good, who are accuftomed to do evil :” 


_ that is, This moral change of men fettled 


and fix’d in bad habits, is very dificult: 
tho’,-as the archbifhop goes on to fhew,-there 
is great ground and hope of encouragement 


that 
* Heb. vi. 4, 6. 
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that it may be done; And, when we con- 
fider the Chriftian Religion, and the power. 
of divine grace, there is all the reafon in 
the world to believe that it wi] be done, 
when we heartily fet about it, and ufe every 
neceflary and proper endeavour.” 


But I remark once more, that the Text © 


itfelf may be tranflated and underftood dif- 
ferently. You will obferve, by referring 
to your Bibles, that the word then is print- 
ed in Italic characters ; which is always a 
- certain mark, that there is nothing for the 
word fo printed 3 in the original Hebrew: andI 
conceive the paffage may well be underftood 
thus—Can the Ethiopian? &c. No: that is im-. 
poflible :—BUT you who have been accuftomed 
to do evil, may learn to do well:—and for 
this purpofe he proceeds, Therefore will I 
punifh you with temporal trials and affli€tions,. 
to bring you to this true repentance: And 
he adds in conclufion, How long ? when will 
this true reformation and repentance take 
place? Many fimilar methods of expreffion 
might be produced from the prophets * ; 
But 
_ * « Can a Woman forget her fucking child, 
that fhe fhould not have compaffion on the fon of 
her Womb? &c. Yet willl not forget thee.” Ifai. 
xlix. 15. 
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But I lay no ftrefs on this criticifm, as 
the former arguments are quite fufficient to 
fhew the genuine fenfe of the paflage. 
‘Thus then, what I have urged will, I 
hope, ferve abundantly to remove all ob- 
_ jeGtions which may arife from this Text, 
_ againit attempts to reform the vicious, 
when made either by themfelves or 
others: And I have been led to thefe re- 
marks, thro’ a zeal for that firft and moft 
benign of all truths,—the free and perfect 
pardon of every penitent’s fins, through 
faith in Chrift; — that Chiff Fefus, whe 
came into the world to fave finners: Thus, 
pleading the caufe of every one who 
_ acknowledges the want of this glorious 
‘ falvation, againft the felf-righteous and pha- 
_rifees of our days ; who would repeat 
the old objection againft the Difciples, which 
_ they of former times made againft the Ma- 
 fter ; ( and indeed it is enough for the 
- difciples if they be as the majier) — ** Why 
_ do you eat, why do you converfe, with pub- 
licans and finners?” ‘* They that be whole, 
_ faid the divine Redeemer, (and, in fo faying, 
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he hath inftructed ws what to reply) — need 
not a phyfician; but they who are fick: 
But go ye, and learn what that meaneth, 


I will have mercy, and not facrifice: for, — 
I am not come to call the righteous,—the — 


felf-righteous and felf-juftified—but finners 7

_1. Thefe are Declarations from the lips of

- the ears !—Declarations, which muft not — 
only comfort you, under every gloom of. 
doubt and uneafinefs : but encourage you 
to perfevere, unfainting and unwearied, in 
the good way you have chofen ; till your 
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perfeverance is crowned, and your happi- — 
efs fécured, beyond the reach of time or — 


chance. Since nothing might be fuppofed fo

difcouraging to your endeavours, and fo af- 


fli&ing to your fouls, if really defirous to i 


fy 


recover the loft favour of God,—as to be — 


told, that all fuch endeavours were fruit- 
lefs, and that it was as impoflible for you 
to reform, as for the Ethiopian to change 
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his fkin, or the Leopard his fpots; [have there- 
‘fore been at the more pains to remove this dif- 
couragement; and fo to affure you, that, thro’ 
the grace and mercy of Chrift, no impediments 
lyein your way to falvation, exceptfuchas may © 
be laid by your own irregular paffions and 
irrefolute efforts. For, let me not by any 
means deceive'you, nor do you on any ac- 
count deceive yourfelves, by imagining, that 
you have no difficulties to encounter, no 
efforts to ufe. Far, very far from this 
is the cafe: — Tho’ falvation thro’ Chrift, 
is freely offered to all who will repent, 
believe, and amend their lives; tho’ none 
are excluded from that general act of grace, 
which the Saviour procured by his own 
blood; tho’ fins, deep in their dye as the 
. crimfon, and numerous as the ftars in the 
firmament, thro’ that omnipotent grace will 
be cancelled and done away; Yet, let us 
forever remember, that in confequence of 
f fuch forgivenefs of the paft, we muft la- 
 bour for the future to fhew forth the fruits 
of repentance and faith. We muft not only 


 ceafe to-do evil, but learn to do well; not 
_ only abandon all our former ways of ini- 


quity, 


w 
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quity, but ferve God ‘in righteoufnefs and 
holinefs all the future days of our life. 
And though it is undeniably certain, that 


God’s grace, co-operating with our own beft 


endeavours, is all-powerful to fubdue and 
to change the worft natures, and the worft 
habits; yet it is undeniable, that great 
watchfulnefs and care is required on our 
parts, in this beft of combats. For, bad habits 


ia 


and cuftoms are ftubborn, and not fubdued a 


with idle, indifferent and feeble efforts. 
We muft exert all our ftrength; we muft 


apply to God for his continual aid ; and

from us, Habits of virtue will then gain © 


the afcendancy. And, fo lovely, fo amiable, 
fo correfpondent to our nature, are goodnefs: 
and virtue, that we need not fear, when 
once we have tafted their delights, and made 
them habitual to us, that we fhall ever be in- 
duced to forfake them entirely ; fhall ever be 
fuch enemies to ourfelves, as to quit the 
fountain of living waters, for the impure 


and unrefrefhing ftreams of poifonous vice.

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2. As this houfe, my BELOVED, was firft 
opened to give the objects of our prefent 
concern an opportunity to reform; So, 
their continuance here for a certain term 
is fixed, that they may acquire habits of 
Virtue and induftry. And, blefled be God, 
the fuccefs which has hitherto attended the 
Inftitution, gives us no Room to doubt, 
that the reformation of many will by this 
‘means be perfected, and fuch habits of vir- 
tue and Induftry acquired, as will, thro’ 
the divine grace, be fufficient to eftablifh | 
them firmly in the good refolutions they 
have taken.—You have heard, my brethren, 
? you yourfelves are well fatisfied, how con- 
formable the prefent humane undertaking 
is, to that great and moft exalted purpofe, 
which caufed the Son of God ‘*to be cloathed 
with human flefh and frailty; namely, that 
he might fave from inevitable ruin a perifh- 
ing race of creatures’’.

will never be forward to clofe the door of 

. S fors 
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forgivenefs and grace upon any of your fel- — 
) low-creatures, knowing in how many things 
we offend all ; and that if God fhould be 
extreme to mark what we have done amifs, 
few of us fhould be able to anfwer before 
him! Truth it is, and it would be well, 
if, according to our feveral .conneCtions, 
we would pay a ftrict attention to that — 
truth, — That great is the danger of 
contracting, and great the difficulty of con- 
quering, evil habits and vicious cuftoms. 
This fhould render us very jealous over 
our own fouls, and particularly anxious — 
not to fuffer corrupt and improper paffions 
to grow prevalent and habitual: while, for 
our children, or thofe any way related to 
us, we fhould ufe every wife and reafonable 
effort, to tincture thé young mind with > 
the pureft and moft lafting tafte of religion 
and virtue; to inftil every lovely principle 
of purity and truth; that fo they may 
avoid the grofler offences, and pafs thro’ 
life, with a ferene application to that law 
and that love, which is perfe&t freedom and — 
perfect. peace. 7 
But, while thus careful to do all we can 
to guard ourfelves and others from the fubtle — 
{nares 
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{nares of vice, to which a corrupted nature 
and an alluring world are continually tempt- 
ing, We fhould be as careful, on the other 
hand, not to fhut up the golden door of 
_ mercy, which the Son of God himfelf came 
down from heaven to open: We fhould be 
careful not caft the unhappy offenders into 

| defpondency and defpair ; nor with a feverity, 
which is as dangerous as it is unfeemly in 
mortals, difcourage the convicted finner from 
attempts to reform. From fuch attempts, 
we have feen, good may always be expect- 

_ ed; even the reformation of the vileft fin- 
_ ners fhould never be defpaired of. For, 
it is certain, that there is left, even in the 
worft of men, a natural fenfe of ‘he evil 
and unreafonablenefs of fin, which can 
hardly ever be totally extinguifhed in hu- 
man nature; and when fuch have any 
theughts of becoming better, they are apt 

to Conceive good hopes of God’s grace and 

» mercy: and when once they refolve, who 
knows not how great the power of a fixed 
refolution ? who knows not what man can 
do, when urged to it by an almoft invin- 
cible determination*? Well faid Pytha- 
goras—** that power and neceffity are neigh-

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bours, and never dwell far from each. 
other.” 


Add to this, that the grace of God is 4 


never to be deemed unattainable by us; 


and to that grace, which they who fin- 
cerely afk it fhall certainly obtain, to that © 


erace all things are poffible.—Confiderations 
thefe, which will ferve to convince us, that 
the reformation of the greateft, moft har- 
dened and inveterate finners, may well be 
expected : Much more, the reformation of 
fuch as thefe before you, who have many 
circumftances to offer, in alleviation of their 
euilt.—-True, they have been accuftomed to 
do evil; but, they have gained one fignal 
victory, in that they have exprefled their 
defire todo good. ‘This is no trifling cir- 
cumftance ; they are not compelled to come 


in hither: it is the act of their own vo- 


luntary choice; an aé which witnefles, that 
they are weary of their paft crimes, and defi- 
rous to repent and amend; and Moralifts have 
always efteemed it the farft f{tep to virtue, 

to have fled wholly from the practice of vice. 
Bear with me too a few minutes 
longer, while I obferve in behalf of thefe 
unhappy Women, and to fhew that they 
deferve 
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deferve not to be ranked amongft veteran 


and incorrigible finners,—T hat many of them 


have never had the blefled and unfpeakable 
advantages of a ferious and religous Edu- 
cation, the tender care of parents, and the 


- wife directions of folicitous friends ; but, 


left to be toft on the billows of this world, 


_ they have been fhipwrecked on vice ; and no 


wonder, having no pilot to fteer them aright. 
Others again, have been deluded into the 


road of ruin by the moft flattering and

delufive promifes, fuch as few unfufpeating 
hearts perhaps might have withftood ; and 
when undone, have been left by their cruel 
feducers, a miferable prey to infamy and 
diftrefs : and fome fo young, fo very young, 


that it is impoffible to conceive their minds 


hardened againft all good impreflions ;— Nay 
indeed, many, I might fay the moft part of 
thofe who have entred here, have fhewn 


_themfelves fo far from being hardened, that 


they-have exprefled the utmoft deteftation of

their way of life; and fome, fuch tender 


and affecting fentiments, as would do no 


_ difcredit to unpolluted virtue. 


- But alas! wretched and ruined, introduced

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to fhame and forrow, reputation and virtue 
loft, caft off and abandoned by all—whither 
could they fly, or where obtain relief? They 
cannot, muft not utterly perifh in want and 
nakednefs : —perhaps too, the anguifh and 
misfortunes of fome of them have been 
ageravated, by the neceflity of fupporting 
a little haplefs infant, heir of its mother’s: 
infamy and fuffering! Oh dreadful alternative 
to the mother, either to fee her child, her — 
much loved, tho’ unfortunate child, perifh 
with hunger and with thirft,—or to ob- 
tain its fupport by the horror of proftitu- 
tion! yet to this dire neceffity many bro- 
ken-hearted mothers have been reduced ! 
and thus the beft and moft tender parental | 
affection has reigned in the woman’s breaft,. 
while the poor afflicted wretch has been 
compelled to a way of life moft deteftable and — 
fhocking to her! 
You would not doubt of the reformation of 
fuch a one, if an opportunity to reform and to — 
regain her credit in the world could be given — 
her. But here, and here only, fuch an opportu- © 
nity is given; an opportunity, already embraced . 
by many, and by many, we have the utmoft 
reafon to believe, truly improved.—I could —

- Human nature is fo imperfect, that, {pite 
of our beft endeavours, our wretched thoughts 
will but too eafily wander, even in the holieft ; 

This fhould not difcourage you © 
when it happens,but make you more humble, 
and more watchful : And it will be ferviceable — 
to you to be exactly careful in attending to 
the fervice in your books, as well as in.mak- — 
ing the proper refponfes, to which we mutft 4 
requeft you to be very attentive; -as alfo to 
read the leffons in your Bibles.

The humble, meek, and downcaft 
look becomes thofe who are in a ftate of pe- 
nitence, and will ever recommend ; the bold 
and dauntlefs ftare will give but mean ideas 
of reformation; though, indeed, fuchas have 
any fenfe at all of their paft fhame, will find 
little courage to animate the wandering 
eye.

elevate your hearts to God; and then fing 
with the voice of melody, and the foul of 
praife. 
5. With refpeé&t to your converfation, 
_ fomething was hinted before: of this you 
muft be efpecially careful, as well as to avoid 
all pertnefs to your Superiors : and you will be 
_ fo, if your hearts are truly changed. For out 
of the abundance of the heart the mouth fpeaketh. 
- Loofe, vain, and vicious converfation, as it 
_ will be highly offenfive to your benefactors; 
~ and is immediately contrary to the rules of the 
- Houfe; fo will it be uneafy and difpleafing to 
_ yourfelves, if you fincerely feel and lament 
the fad effets of loofe, vain, and vicious 
living. Let then no corrupt communication 
_ proceed out of your mouths ; no profane, loofe, 
wicked words ; no profanation of the holy 
name of God, ‘Fefus, &c. Never fuffer 
_ yourfelves to trifle with the name of the 4)- 
mighty, wantonly, without meaning, or on 
_ frivolous occafions; or to ufe any thing 
tending to an oath, as, Upon my foul,— As Ihope

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to be faved, &c. but endeavour to purify your 
lips from all appearance of evil. When you 
converfe together, let it at leaft be innocent: — 
if it be poffible, ‘we could with it might be 
edifying; and an attendance to the Rules. 
above given, will enable you to make it fo. 
But, for God’s fake, never be fo abandoned. | 
and deteftable, as to glory im your fhame ; 
as to repeat thofe infamous fcenes, which

6. Temperance and earlyrifmg are friends, no 
lefs to health and profperity, than to virtue 
and piety; and we have no doubt but you 
will be careful to obferve both, as well upon 
religious as temporal motives.. Defirous to 
mortify ‘all your evil and corrupt affections, 
you will be: diligent in the ufe of all proper 
means *, and in every refpect, will endeavour 
to fubdue: your worft enemy, the enemy

Such are the general Heads of Advice we 
have thought proper to give you: for im- 
mediate directions, either as to religious or 
temporal concerns, you will always have ac- 
cefs to our Chaplainand Adatron, who will be 
glad and ready to fucceur and affift you with 
their beft counfel, in every particular that fhalk 
refpe@t your welfare. We have faid only what 
we expect from you in the general ; and have 
neither enlarged on your Duty as Chriftianss 
or as Inhabitants of this Houfe; fince, for 
the former, we have appointed regular in- 
ftructions from the pulpit; for the latter; 
we have inftituted a general. plan of conduct; 
with which we expect you to comply; and,

* There is nothing, one would imagine, 
which muft affeét the mind, efpecially a female 
mind, equal to that contempt and neglect, to 
which the lofs of reputation, anda ftate of pro- 
ftitution fubjeéts them.

XXV. Of DiscHarce. 


1. Application being made, either by the 
parents or friends of the woman, if fuch pa- 
rents or friends appear worthy of being trufted, 
and declare they forgive paft offences, and 
will take fuch woman under their protection, 
the woman alfo confenting, the Committee 
difcharge her accordingly, and her cloaths 
are returned to her.

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2. if any Houfe-keeper of fufficient credit 
applies for a fervant, the Matron recommends: 
fuch a woman as fhe thinks will anfwer the 
purpofe, as to abilities and good conduét; 
and if fuch fervice is approved by the

3. Services out of town are atwaye pre- 
ferred, as being the moft fafe. 

4. Every woman who is placed out ina 
fervice, and continues there one year, to the 
approbation of her mafter and miftrefs, upon 
it’s being made appear to the Committee, that 
fhe hath behaved unexceptionably, they give 
fuch woman a guinea, as a token of their ap- 
probation of her good behaviour. 

5. The Committee, upon the ad be- 
haviour of any woman, and upon her haying 
remained a proper time in the houfe, write to 
her friends or relations to provide for her. 

6. On the difcharge of thofe who behave 
well, whether they go out to fervice, or to 
be married, if their parents or friends are 
not in a capacity to furnifh them with cloaths, 
thefe are provided for them in a proper 
“manner.

1769, for the Eftablifhing and Well-governing 
the Magdalen-Hofpital, for the Reception of 
penitent Profiitutes, and for other Purpofes 


_ therein mentioned. 


HAT in the year 1758 acharitable So- 

ciety was entered into by feveral No- 

blemen, Gentlemen, and others, for eftablifh- 

ing a houfe for the reception of penitent Pro- 

ftitues, and the fame hath been fupported by 

voluntary fubfcriptions, and many perfons 
have received relief : 

That the Houfe in Prefcot-freet, in Good- 
man’s-fields, in the County of AM&iddlefex, is 
in a ruinous condition, and too fmall for the 
reception of the Objects :
